CODY, Wyo., Aug. 27.—President 
Coolidge heard something of “the 
political “trend in Wyoming from 
members of the Wyoming Editorial 
Association,..whom he received yes. 
terday In the lounge of the Grand 
Canyon Hotel in Yellowstone Park. 

Sentiment in Wyoming, judged by 
a poll made by the editors of Repub- 
lican newspapers, strongly favors 
Secretary Hoover for the Republican 
nomination for President because he 
helped frame the Coolidge policies, is 
a good administrator and, it is be- 
lieved, would safely carry on the 
present national prosperity. 

Of the editors who gave their views 
to J. E. Hanway, editor of The Cas- 
per Tribune-Herald, thirty-three fa- 
vored the ‘nomination of Hoover 
while three supported Lowden; 
Their epinions, it was deciared, 
were based upon sentiment in their 
communities and wer. thoroughly 
representative of the entire Staie. 

The editors said further that the 
Republican leaders, notably Pat Sul. 
livan, Republican National Commit- 
teeman for Wyoming, were seeking 
carefully to obtain the views of the 
voters and were prepared to an 
nounce themselves as behind Hoover 
as soon as he formally og pg his 
candidacy. 

President Coolidge wah’ the 
poll, but made no comment. The 
editors who chatted with him gained 
the impression that he had definitely 
taken himself out of the race and that 
no situation could develop which 
would influence him to accept the 
nomination. 

Efforts to learn his preference in 
the. race were unavailing. Everett 
Sanders, Secretary to the President. 
who was accepted as the Adminis- 
tration’s: mouthpiece, informed the 
editors that the Administration would 
be absolutely neutral in the primary 
campaign. 

Hoover Enters the Race. 


The impression is now strong that 
' if Secretary Hoover enters the race 
for the nomination he will resign 
from the Cabinet, so as to carry out 
the Administration’s apparent de 
cision that President Coolidge will 
not exert his influence to dominate 
the party primaries or permit his 
Administration to seem to coun- 
tenance Mr. Hoover’s ambitions.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. — There 
was continued. here today 
over the fate of the eighteen Ameri- 
can citizens and eleven British sub- 
jects who were barricaded in their 
homes after Red syndicates seized 
the three silver mires of the Amparo 
Mining Company, an American cor- 
poration, near Etzatlan, in the State 
of Jalisco, Mexico. 

The only dispatch received by the 
State Department on the subject 
today was from Joseph C. Satter- 
thwaite, American Vice Consul at 
Guadalajara, forty miles to the eset. 
This, sent at 1 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, told of ‘his receiving a 
telegram from the mines saying no 
Federal or State troops had arrived 
on the scene. The Mexican Embassy 
here, advised that troops had been 
dispatched to the mines and that it 
understood that the Americans and 

tish were safe. 

he report from Consul Satter- 
thwaite was considered by officials 
as not necessarily in~conflict with 
the -assurances given to H..F. A. 
Schoenfeld, American Chargé’ d’Af- 
faires at Mexico City, yesterday. by 
the Mexican Foreign Office, that it 
had received telegraphic advices that 
“the situation of Americans and 
British at the Amparo mines is satis- 
factory and the military has it in 
hand.” It was pointed out at the 
State Départment that troops might 
have reached the mines after the 
message to Consul Satterthwaite was 
sent.

Urgent representations had been 
made by Mr. Schoenfeld for the dis 
patch of Federal troops to the scene, 
and the State Department, it was 
emphasized today, naturally assumes 
that the. Mexican Government will 
afford full protection to the foréign- 
ers in.the mines. Reports from Mex- 
ico City that President Calles had 
instructed the military commander 
of Jalisco to afford full protection 
were accepted in this spirit. )

A blue coupé was parked near one 
of the damp walls of the Mosholu 
Parkway tunnel under Jerome Av- 
enue just before noon yesterday when 
Patrolman Costa of the Kingsbridge 
Station drove a departmental flivver 
through on patrol. 

Performing the routine of his job 
Costa glanced at the coupé standing 
midway through the tunnel and casu- 
ally observed that a man was lean- 
ing forward on the wheel. Probably 
waiting in the quiet spot for some 
one, reflected Costa, who continued 
on his way. 

Twenty minutes later he drove back 
through the tunnel and this time the 
odd posture of the man in the car 
caught his attention. He swung his 
machine toward the coupé and saw 
a trickle of red seeping from below 
the door. At the same instant the 
patrownans saw a tiny bullet hole in 
the man’s right temple, just at the

“So far this 
month the average mean tempera 
ture has been 5 degrees lower than 
the average for the same. period in 
previous years. 


Five Schooners Lost With Crews. 


Fears for the safety of several. ves- 
sels of the fishing. fleet are felt in 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, according 
to The Associated Press. The bodies 
of ten fishermen have been recovered 
and five schooners. have been lost 
with all hands, Eleven other vessels 
have been destroyed, but their crews 


escaped. Twenty-five fishing boats 
were lost at Bonavista, Newfound- 
land, the crews escaping, and other 
vessels were wrecked at Bay de 
Verde. 

No authentic reports have been re- 
ceived regarding the safety of ves- 
sels of the Grand Banks fleet and it 
is feared that many of them may 
have met with. disaster. Two coastal 
steamers were drivén ashore on the 
Newfoundland coast, the crews and 
passengers being rescued. 

‘ahe -*- er Arcvyle went ashore 
at Morgan’s Harbor when Captain 
Dalle we was forced to beach his ship 
to save the lives of his passengers 
and crew. The schooners pen 
Captain John Chaulk, and Loretta 
Captain LDéeniel Cheesman, were 
wrecked with a loss of thirteen men. 
An unidentified schooner was sight- 
ed floatine bottom up off Mera- 
sheen. N. F. The schooner Valena 
is a total loss off Morgan’s Har- 
bor and her crew of five is believed 
to have perished. The crew of the 
schooner Lugian, five in all, is be- 
lieved lost.

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Aug. 27,—Fear 
that Paul Redfern, who hopped off 


son-Detroiter monoplane has been 
blown off his course and forced 
down on the northern coast of South 
America or some of the islands near 
Trinidad was expressed late today 
by Paul J. Varner, Chairman of the 
Flight Committee. 

“In view of the fact that we have 
had no definite reports since he left 
here. Thursday afternoon, I fee! that 
if he has not landed at either Para. 
Pernambuco or Rio, he has been 
blown off his coufse and forced 
down somewhere on the coast of 
Northern South America ot some of 
the islands near Trinidad,”’ Mr: 
Varner evaid. 

“At 4:30 o’clock this afternoon it 
was certain that Redfern no longer 
was in the air. His gasoline supply 
of 518 gallons positivély would not 
lest-longer than fifty-one hours and 


‘forty-five minutes, and as this num- 


ber of hours has now elapsed, we 
have no hopes of his reaching Rio 
de Janeiro if he already has not done 
50. 

“If he was forced down in the 
water there can be no question but 
that his plane is afloat as he would 
have ample time to drop the gasoline 
remaining in his tanks into the water 
before alighting. 

‘‘The tanks are so built that the 
plane can be kept afloat until it goes 
to pieces. Redfern then has his rub- 
ber life raft and food for ten days.’’ 


No Word Since First Night. 


Except for a steamer’s report of 
sighting him east of the Bahamas 
on his first night out, no word has 
been had of the monoplane since it

With the race itself just twenty- 
nine days away the time is getting 
short.. Lieutenant Williams spent 
the morning and most of the after- 
noon at the Caleb Bragg hangar on 
Manhassett Bay here, hoping that the 
weather would clear enough to allow 
him “‘just one half hour -in the air.’’ 

With him were the designers and 
builders of the plane, Charles H. 
Kirkham, Herry Booth and Arthur 
Thurston. Captain L. M. Woolson 
of the Packard Company, designer 
of the twenty-four-cylinder 1,200- 
horsepower engine; was also at the 
hangar all day, and a groun of us- 
sistants and mechanics hung about 
ready on the order to push the little 
plane into the water. 

Carl Schory, Secretary of the Con- 
test Committee of the National 
Aeronautical Association, and Odis 
Porter, official timer, said today 
that they were prepared to wait a 
week longer at least for Williams’s 
attempt at the world’s record as a 
prelude to a race aganst time across 
the Atlantic and the Mediterranean 
to Venice. 

The refusal of the Italian Aeronau- 
tical authorities to postpone the race 
a single week makes it necessary for 
Lieutenant Williams to hurry through 
his speed tests here. The National 
Aeronautical Association received 
some time ago an answer to their 
request for a postvonement, in which 
the Italians said. that they ‘could not 
put off the event because the British 
entries were ready and were not 
willing to have the race postponed. 
It was represented that the Italians, 
who benefited greatly last year when 
the race was postponed by the Amer- 
ican committee, felt that their hans 
were tied by the attitude of the 
British contestants who are. on thcir 
way to Italy with three: planes and 
six pilots.

He was quick to make clear that he 
did not consider his appointment as 
Congressman-at-Large ‘‘any honor at 
all.’’ In fact, he said, he had been 
brought up ‘by his parents so to live 
that ‘‘you’ll ‘never become a Con- 
gressman,’’ and now he felt the 
“‘shame’’ of it..

According to the director of the 
museum, every restorer has his own 
special combination of solvents which } 
he has developed through years of: 
work in restoring old paintings which 
have been disfigured or which have 
been covered with a new» surface 
painting. These formulae, he said, 
naturally are’not disclosed arid some’ 
prove more efficacious than others, 
but the formula itself is a small fac- 
tor in the art because the restorer 
must be an artist himself. Chemi-. 
cals for restoring paintings have no 
magic power, and a formula must 
not be thought of as some necro- 
mantic agency, Mr, Breck added.

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—Since Clarence, 


Chamberlin nobody has taken the/}: 


fancy of Berliners so completely as 
Jimmie Walker without the slightest 
effort, and in spite of his having un- 
wittingly become the storm centre in 
German domestic. politics, New 
York’s Mayor has won the whole- 
hearted affection of the German 
capital. — 

And yet, to the German mind, he is 
utterly incomprehensible. The rarest 
specimen of exotic fauna in Berlin is 
less extraordinary in Berliners’ eyes | 
than this ruler of the world’s most 
powerful-metropolis in. whom Berlin 
sees what appears an irrepressible 
youth—a- mixture of a song-and- 
dance artist and the Prince of Wales. 

But realizing the formidable char- 
acter of the job he is successfully 
holding down, Berliriers appreciate 
that there must be a lot more to the 
Mayor than is superficially visible. 
Beneath his youthful exterior and

Readers of 
The Book Review will long remember 


.his contributions, dealing with such a 


variety of works; instinct with amenity, 
delicacy, penetrating criticism; lucid, 
using easily and without pedantry the 
treasures of a full mind. His talk was 
suaver and more genial than JOHN MoR- 
LEY’s; and he hed some little kinks of 
impracticability and an ardor .for hob- 
bies that propitiated and were seldom 
allowed to bore the hearer.

The third and most noteworthy change 
is the eclipse of the ape-man ancestor. 
DARWIN, was cautious in his description 
of man’s forerunner, holding that man 
is the co-descendant with other mam- 
mals of a common progenitor. The ape- 
man ancestor was the godchild of Hux- 
LEY and HAECKEL, though HUXLEY had 
his hours of spiritual: insight, as when 
he said that man, transfigured from his 
grosser nature, reflects here and there. 
a@ ray from the infinite source of truth. 

The. ape-man -.received his greatest. 
stimulus from the. discovery. of certain 
relics by EUGENE DUBOIS, a-surgeon in 
the colonial service :of Holland, ‘near 
Trinil, in Java, thirty-six years ago. He 
found’ a’ skullcap: and three teeth, and 
also, nearly fifty feet away, a-left thigh 
bone, From these he reconstructed 
Pithecanthropus erectus. But this ape- 
‘man has had his day. Anthropologists 
now regard him as an aberrant: offshoot 
like the man of Neanderthal; an uncouth 
man degenerating, not an ape. climbing 
upward. They hold that man has not 
developed from any known species of 
ape, recent or extinct; that the relation- 
ship is cousinly, not ancestral. 

While aberrant types have been 
pushed out of the line of man’s ancestry, 
there has come to be recognition of the 
antiquity of modern man, men with a 
brain. as large as the average among 
the advanced -human races today. -In 
this special field Sir ARTHUR KEITH has 
done excellent work, Almost half of his 
recent: book is’ concerned witha single 
example, the skull fragments found near 


‘He maintains that the Piltdown race 
was definitely of Pliocene age. With 
this conclusion OSBORN agrees. But Sir 
ARTHUR holds that the Piltdown. brain 
was, as regards bulk, above the average 
for modern races. Piltdown man had a 
forencad wide, full and prominent. We 
see beyond cavil that we are dcclng 
wits a humana being, with a head above 
average dimensions, 2 bead s&cped aad 
balanced es in us: Tais ancient brain 
was built on the same lines as Gur mod- 
ern braifs. And this is the oldest bhu- 
man skull so far discovered; to waich 
Sir ARTHUR KEITH assigns an antiquity 
of fifty or sixty thousand. Generations;

‘The effect of the un- 
seasonable weather has been to re- 
tard the sales of hot-weather apparel 
of all kinds, and more especially such 
as is worn by men. At the seaside 
resorts business has been in the main 
quite poor and more especially so be- 
cause of the many wet week-ends.

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IN POINCARE FRANCE FINDS HER MASTER

Paris. 
FTER forty years of Parlia- 
mentary life Raymond Poin- 
earé is more powerful than 
ever; more powerful than 
any man has been of recent 
years in France. His has been 
astonishing career. Always has 
e been called at difficult times, 
and always has he surmounted the 
successive crises. One would have 
thought that he could have risen 
no higher than to the post of Presi- 
dent of the Republic. Yet he has 
discovered higher posts. 
French Presidents, upon 
leaving office, usually go 
into retirement, consider- 
ing their careers closed. 
Raymond Poincaré could 
not consent to relinquish 
the service of his country. 
Exactly a year ago, when 
France seemed doomed to 
disaster—-for if the franc 
had fallen to zero there 
would undoubtedly have 
been the gravest socia) up 
heavals—he, a former 
President, became Prime 
Minister. He became not 
merely Prime Minister—he 
became master of France. 
From 1887 to 1927--what 
a world of history has been 
made since at the age of 
27 the young man of Lor- 
raine. who had seen the 
Prussian invasion of 1870, 
first entered the Chamber 
of Deputies! There were 
the Legion of Honor scan- 
dais which led to the resig- 
nation of the President, 
Jules Grévy. There was the 
election of General Bou- 
langer, who appeared to be 
a new Napoleon, a biond- 
bearded man on a biack 
horse. the idol of the 
crowd.

Then @ year ago came 
the collapse of French finances 
and the appeal to Poincaré to save 
France from complete shipwreck— 
a task which he has accomplished 
triumphantly and modestly. 

It would be hard to discover a 
record which can even be com- 
pared with the record of Poincaré. 
Throughout all these events he has 
remained precisely the same Poin- 
caré — dispassionate, conscientious, 
caring nothing for popularity, in- 
dustrious, high-principied, un- 
shaken in his confidence of French 
resiliency, exceptionally intelligent.

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ANOTHER BIG JOB FOR ADMIRAL BRISTOL

E United States naval officer 
who fired the first American 
salute to the Chinese Repub- 
lic has returned to China as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic 
fleet. Having seen American dipio- 
matic relations with Turkey peace 
fully restored, after ten years of in- 
terruption, Rear Admiral Mark L. 
Bristol has left Constantinople to 
take over at Shanghai, from Vice Ad- 
mira] C. 8. Williams, who was three 
classes ahead of him at. Annapolis. 
Admira! Williams retires on Oct. 6, 
and by that date may be sitting in 
front of his own hearthstone in 
Springfield, Ohio. About Sept. 1, 
Admiral! Bristol will be piped over 
the side and Admiral Williams will 
be rowed ashore for the last time. 
China is an old story to Admiral 
Bristol. As an ensign in his early 
twenties, he was there from 1881 to 
1894, and the single gold stripe on 
his uniform no doubt became 
molded to a greenish hue as junicr 
officers’ stripes usually do on the 
Asiatic station. He returned in his 
early forties as a commander and 
when he left the old light cruiser 
Albany, after serving from 1911 to 
1913 in Chinese waters, it was with 
the four stripes of a Captain. He 
goes back for the third time, this 
time as Commander-in-Chief of the 
fleet, with five years’ service ahead 
of him before he, too, reaches the 
age of retirement. 
Seeing Admira}l Eristol a few 
weeks ago for the first time in more 
than five years, I thought him « 
littie thinner; his eyebrows seemed 
bushier, his eyes deeper. his face 
more lined. But his voice had the 
old ring and rapidity.

It is the Government’s means 
of transporting its freight and pas- 
sengers to and from the Zone. The 
Governor of the Canal, through his 
helpers, raises thousands of head of 
cattle each year and siaughters 200 
daily for Zone consumption. 

Ten department stores tast year 
did a business which 
more than $7,000,000. Uncle Sam 
as a merchant sells to his Zone 
workers at cost plus overhead. I 
saw many things on the shelves at 
prices lower than is now being paid 
for similar articles in United States’ 
shops. A Chinese rug priced at 
$80 could not have been bought on 
Fifth Avenue for $300. The Canal 
worker may, if he chooses, live en- 
tirely on United States meats, 
fruite, vegetables, just as he would 
have it at home and this at a cost.

Nor does extravagance work 
the miracle unabetted. As much as 
an outsider can guess the secret, the 
art of revue-producing presupposes 
courage to leave brilliant or rowdy 
numbers out when they mar the har- 
mony of the entire production, to 
foresee the general impression. As 
the revue passes swiftly along with 
its varied surprises the spectator 
must not feel rudely let down after 
a flaming ballet or a stinging flour- 
ish of comedy., His appetite must 
be whetted but never starved. He 
must be in the mid-air, like the Ori- 
ental mystics who hover somewhere 
between the ground and the: sight 
of heaven. 

Well, something of this sort has 
gone into the design of that lovely, 
exotic animation which is the cur- 
rent ‘‘Follies.’’ Even its omissions, 
discovered. by hypercriticism, are 
probably virtues in the sense that 
the production weaves its way 
through a bizarre pattern, with the 
gesture toward form instinct in all 
works of art.

Sev- 
eral of the others, however, could not 
have been more: boldly misinterpret- 
ed, particularly Mr. Gabriel of .The 
Sun, whose quoted serenade, ‘‘‘A La 
Carte’ is the best of them all,’’ was 
a vicious perversion .of—his-opinion:

A: this point it might be well to 
scout one of the traditions that has 
grown up around his unremitting 
sponsorship of the piece.

In his 
early twenties he was national ad- 
vertising manager for a shoe com- 
pany, a position which paid him 
around $25,000 a year. Eventually 
he gave this up and on a trip around 
the world he became interested in 
a rubber venture. It had to do with 
raising rubber in Sumatra, and, ac- 


take advantage of any one even 
when it comes under the general 
heading of business ethics to do 
His lack of ordinary shrewdness and 
sharpness in business relations has 
‘led him on more than one occasion 
to be taken for a ‘‘fall guy,’ but 
those who have attempted to give 
him a buggy ride have invariably 
done so to their sorrow. 

His management of ‘“‘The Ladder’’ 
has been an indication of the 
methods he employs. Concerning 
it several incidents are told which 
are unheard of in theatrical cir- 
cles.

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MUSIC WORLD NOTABLES COMING 


LEXANDER TANSMAN, the 
young Polish composer who is 
coming to the United States 

next season for his first American 
tour, will make his New York début 
the end of December in a recital of 
his compositions, including the yet 
unpublished second concerto for 
piano and orchestra.

A SAFE-CRACKER PAR EXCELLENCE 





George Bancroft Portrays Spirit of Chicago’s Underworld—Lon 
Chaney's “Mockery” Is Tame Stuff 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 


EORGE BANCROFT created a 
new type of villain some two 
years ago when he smiled his 
way through James Cruze’s 
film ‘The Pony Express.” Since 
that time Mr. Bancroft has been one 
of Hollywood's busiest actors. His 
latest characterization is one of the 
pillars of ‘‘Underworld,”’ which at- 
tracted such enormous crowds to the 
Paramount Theatre last week that 
now it has been installed for an in- 
definite run in the Rivoli Theatre. 


In this melodrama of Chicago’s gun-. 


men, Mr. Bancroft adopts similar 
tactics to those he employed in Mr. 
Cruze’s picture. As the redoubtable 
“Bull” Weed, one of the Windy 
City’s most successful safecrackers, 
he guffaws and smiles, sometimes 
in contemplation of a little thing like 
a murder. This cool manipulator of 
drills and nitro-glycerine seems a 
natural sort of malefactor, although, 
as @ matter of fact, one might have 
a hard time discovering his like in 
real life. 


“Bull’’ can look amused when he’s 
stealing a diamond necklace or mak- 
ing his exit from a bank in the early 
morning hours. His feelings are 
only ruffled when he thinks that 
some other man has been paying at- 
tention to “‘Feathers,”’ the girl who 
receives the lion’s share of ‘‘Bull’s’’ 
ili-gotten gold and gems. In his 
jealous rages, ““Bull’’ pulls the trig- 
ger and thinks afterward, but in one 
instance the knowledge that the 
mild “Rolls Royce,” a has-been 
lawyer, has danced with “‘Feathers”’ 
arouses “‘Bull’s”’ fury so that the 
underworld king forgets to shoot, 
but insists he doesn't want to see 
**Rolls’’ any more. 


“Bull” has a generous streak in 
his nature and it is through sympa- 
‘Rolls Royce” that he 


wad of bills given to him by ‘‘Bull’’ 
improves his appearance. The conse- 
quence is that “Feathers” is drawn 
to the ex-lawyer, a man who is not 
at a loss for a word and whose con- 
versation, even with her, is a relief 
after the continuous shop-talk of 
murderers, burglars and pickpockets. 

Clive Brook rivals Mr. Bancroft in 
his interpretation of the réle of the 
unfortunate lawyer. It is, if any- 
thing, a more difficult part to por- 
tray than that of the dominant crim- 


action, with all the excuses made by 
the producer, hardly seems plausible. 
‘*‘Bull’”’ is sentenced to be hanged for 
killing ‘‘Buck’’ Mulligan, but while 
playing checkers through the prison 
bars with a keeper “Bull” Suddenly 
manages to overpower the attendant 
and unlock the door of his cell. He 
is ready to slaughter both ‘‘Feathers’’ 
and “‘Rolls’’ because he believes they 
have double-crossed him, but, after 
battling with the police, ‘Bull’ 
realizes that the girl and the ex- 
lawyer did their best to help him to 
escape. 

Through some of the captions 
one is given to believe that ‘‘Rolls’’ 
is suspected of aiding “‘Bull,”” yet 
the police are strangely sentimental 
in permitting both ‘‘Feathers’’ and 
‘Rolls’ to register what there is of 
a happy ending to this yarn.

**.es Miserables.” 


OR nearly two years Carl 
Laemmle, President of Universal 
Pictures Corporation, has been 

undecided as to whether the French 
film translation of ‘‘Les Misérables’’ 
should be released in a length to per- 
mit of its showing at two or more 
performances or to edit it so that it 
could be offered- as a single two 
hours’ entertainment. He finally de- 
cided that it would make a better 
commercial proposition in this coun- 
try to exhibit it in about half its orig- 
inal length. This form of the faithful 
French production was finally pre- 
sented last Monday night at the Cen- 
tral Theatre, and despite the neces- 
sary omission of large parts of the 
great work Paul Gulick and others 
responsible for the cutting of the pic- 
ture have accomplished their task 
so that this film is a comprehensible 
document. 


This picture has its shortcomings 
in the performances of some of its 
players and in the. lighting and 
photography, but as a whole, 
through the preservation of the 
spirit of the writer, it isa compelling 
study throughout which one is con- 
tinually impressed by the imposing 
task attacked by the. French pro- 
ducers. Four of the characters are 
splendidly and earnestly interpreted. 
They are those of Jean Valjean, 
Javert, Cosette, when she is a child, 
and Mgr. Myriel. 

It is a- photodrama that creates 
much feeling, especially during those 
moments in which little Cosette. is 
living at the mercy of.the Thenar- 
diers. Andrée Rolane impersonates 
the unfortunate child in a most 


telling fashion. She reveals her love 
for dolls, her fear of the Thenardiers 
and her joy at having found a friend 
in Valjean. When she is perceived 
going for a pail of ‘water, this mite 
trudges along through the woods 
frightened at every rustling leaf and 
shaking branch. She awakens much 
sympathy when she loses the coin 
entrusted to her. 


Another fine chapter is where Mgr. 
Myriel gives a“ bed and food to Val- 
jean, after the inn-keeper had 
refused to permit Valjean to stay in 
his place. Later there is the dra- 
matic episode where Valjean awak- 
ens and creeps through the house, 
for a few seconds holding a knife 
over the slumbering form of his 
benefactor. Then you see Valjean 
decamp with the priest’s silver, only 
to be apprehended by gendarmes and 
brought back to Mgr. Myriel. The 
kindly prelate looks at Valjean and 
tells the gendarmes that he gave the 
miscreant the silver, including the 
candlesticks, which, Mgr. Myriel 
says, Valjean must have forgotten to 
take with him. 


The effect of. the priest’s conduct 
is expertly referred to on. several 
occasions as this story is unfurled. 


After witnessing this picture one 
feels that the characters stand out, 
that the film refreshes in one’s mind 
some of the incidents of the literary 
masterpiece.

The Peasant and the Countess. 


ON CHANEY’S picture, ‘‘Mock- 
L, ery,’’ which. has been held 
over for a second week at the 
Capitol, is another of those photo- 
plays -weakened through the fact 
that it was written and directed by 
the same man. It is a_ sullen, 
lethargic and improbable. narrative, 
to which Mr. Chaney devotes no little 
painsin his efforts to portray a 
dull-witted Russian peasant who is 
supposed. to have a hare-lip. Here 
Mr. Chaney’s make-up and acting 
are excellent, but the incidents are 
seliom convincing. At the outset 
Sergei:is flogged by a Red's whip 
and when: the greasy-haired peasant 
falls to the: floor as a result of the 
thrashing it does not seem as if the 
whip would ever have been powerful 
enough to bring about such results.

he thinks then is a Russian peasant. 
Soon he learns that she is the 
Countess Tatiana, for whom he has 
@ message, and the idea that he 
annoyed her with his smiles soon is 
forgiven. 

Mr. Christensen fails to give any 
idea of the impression the incidents 
ought to have on his characters. Af- 
ter the Countess is held up and 
robbed by two Bolsheviki she goes 
to the dinner table, where she does 
not appear to be much disturbed by 
the adventure. The director subse- 
quently goes to great pains to show 
the vulgarity and hoggishness of a 
profiteer and he devotes much time 
to this man’s wife ringing the. bell 
for a servant. | 

If Mr. Christensen had given his 
characters credit for thinking, he 
would have improved this production 
greatly. As it stands, it is a feeble 
effort, even with Mr. Chaney’s 
earnest acting. It has little in the 





way of drama and hardly any 
suspense. The Countess is supposed 
to have gleaned secrets from the 
Reds just before the beginning of 
the story, and she hardly. seems 
like the type of woman who would 
be successful on such a dangerous 
mission. Barbara Bedford is attrac- 
tive and she still remains attractive 
when, as the Countess, she is posing 
as a peasant. There may be_ hosts 
of pretty Russian peasants, but, as 
is brought out in this yarn, their 
hands probably would not be as 
white and smooth as those of this 
Countess. 

*‘Mockery”’ is a confusing mixture 
of scenes with good acting by the 
principals. Their movements in sev- 
eral of the situations are to be 
blamed on Mr. Christensen, who, 
like Monta Bell, ought to let the 
work of authorship fall to others 
and content himself with the direc- 
tion of the picture.

EDITING FILM OF “LES MISERABLES’ 





Whole Chapters:and a : Few’ Chatacters Dropped by the Watdie- 
—Where Pathos Would: Bring Ridicule’ in ‘These Days: 


By PAUL GULICK. 
NEW edition of Victor Hugo's 
novel ‘‘Les Misérables’’ con- 
tains. 715. closely. written 
pages. It has sixteen major 
characters. To each one of these 
characters Victor Hugo gave a.story, 
interesting, human. and. dramatic. 
The novel was written while Hugo 
was in exile on the Island of Guern- 
sey, at a time when the world knew 
nothing of moving pictures, Still, 
almost.every one of these principal 
characters in ‘‘Les Misérables’’ could 
have been the hero, the. heroine .or 
villain of. a perfectly devised, swiftly 
gaited motion picture. 

It is no wonder: the Cineromdans, 
the French company which made the 
film version of ‘‘Les Misérables,’’ ap- 
proached such a monumental work 
with fear and trepidation: They had 
the choice ef making. a picture story 
revolving about one, two, three or 
any number of ‘these’ major charac- 
ters, or of putting them all im and 
trying to compress these cleverly 
joined individual stories into: a pic- 
ture to interest the modern cinema- 
goer. They chose the latter course. 
And in thirty-six reels Henri Fes- 
court and Louis Nalpas attempted to 
present all the important angles of 
the story. It was released in: this 
form in France. It was presented in 
the French theatres as:a: feature se- 
rial in four episodes of nine reels 
each. This was, of course, im possi- 
ble in America. andthe task of cut- 
ting it to American . entertainment 
proportions, that is, approximately 
eleven reels or two hours’ showing 
time, was given to Sydney Singer- 
man, Robert Welch, Joseph Weil and 
myself, to whom, with Nat G. Roth- 
stein, the responsibility for the en- 
gagement at the Central . Theatre 
was given. 


The Film’s Beginning. 
As a boy, it took me a full week to 
read *‘Les Misérables’’ and I read it 
eagerly, rapidly and far into the 
night. I emerged with an image of 
Jean Valjean—in spite of all of the 
counter stories and °characters— 
which has remained a glowing jewel 
in my mind ever since, As we viewed 
the procession of characters and the

back ‘also told the story of Valjean’s 
prison life, his great © physical 
strength, and gave the audience the 
necessary facts of his history. From 
that time on, we strove earnestly to 
hew straight as the Jean Valjean 
lime.

strong. ‘The character of Fantine, 
for instance, connecting her with 
Thernardier, the innkeeper, and his 


wife, presented a story ‘in’ itself.) 


Extreme care had ‘to be shown and 
a relentless cutting employed to pre- 
vent their story from overshadow- 
ing that of Jean Valjean. During 
this cutting process we had to 
exclude all of Fantine's Paris 
periences, the gay life’ 
sulted in her difficulties; we 
inated the far flung expe 
M. Thenardier,* the innkeeper of 
Montfermeil; took out all of the Bat- 
tle of Waterloo; and‘ cut out at the 
same ‘time the connection which 
bound our hero, Marius, through his 
father, to aid and: reward Thenar- 
dier, though it.vitally threatened he 
welfare of his beloved Cosette. ‘ 
A rather amusing episode in Fan- 
tine’s career, viewed ‘in the light of 
modern coiffures, was the sacrifice 
of Fantine’s hair which was made 
in order to get money to clothe her 
child. ‘There is an amusing line in 
“ies Misérables” wherein Fantine, 
after selling her blond tresses for 10 
frances,’ opines that she is clothing 
her little Cosette with her own hair. 
With three-quarters of the women in 
the audience wearing bobbed hair 
and probably paying the equivalent 
of 10 francs for first expenses and 
weekly upkeep of the style, we could 
have expected nothing but laughter, 
at m agp from the feminine portion of 
the audience, for a scene which was 
stipposed to be filled with pathos. So 
we excluded this episode.

He had gentleness, 
dignity; his reunion with Gurnemanz 
and Kundry while the orchestra 
shimmered through the wonderful 
Good Friday music was a great mo- 
ment. Part of the effect of this act 
was made by Barbara Kempf’s re- 
deemed Kundry. Her face, and figure 
robed in black, made a striking 
picture. The paleness of the voice 
and the lack of sensuousness in the 
seduction scene were patent, but 
Miss Kempf’s final act was worthy 
of the rest of the performance. The 
Gurnemanz was one of the best we 
have seen, Ivar Andresen of Dres- 
den. The Amfortas of Karl Hammes 
of Cologne, the Klingsor of Franz 
Egenéieff of Berlin, were good if not 
great. The lighting effects and the 
management of the scenery gave the 
final touch to this performance, and 
seemed to lift the Grail scenes from 
the ground and away from any 
stage. 

The new “Ring’’ scenery was one 
of the best features of its operas, es- 
pecially in “Rheingold” and ‘“Wal- 
ktire.”” Reservations might apply to 
some relics of the old ‘“Siegfried’’ 
scenery and to the setting of Sieg- 
fried's narrative and death in Gét- 
terdimmerung.’’ But the stage pic-

Simply 
that this place is today what it has 
always professed to be, a citadel of 
Wagnerian opera, and an experience 
that can ill be missed by those re- 
sponsive to the art of its founder.

Here Spartan simplicity prevails. 
The huts are, as a rule, furnished 
with bare essentials only—a bed, a 
chair, a ‘washstand—but they are 
clean and light. Service is by no 
means complicated; still, it is suf- 
ficient. In the morning the proprie- 
tor sees that a guest has a pitcher 
of hot water. Up in Maine the host 
at one of these roadside camps pre- 
sents feminine guests with bouquets 
of flowers from his garden when the 
moment of their departure arrives. 

The new arrangements for tourists 
possess .many of the delights of 
actual camping out and often prove 
a valuable time-saver. After the ad- 
vertised ‘‘good night's rest’’ the jour- 
ney is picked up again exactly where 
it was broken and with a minimum 
of fuss. The task of stopping for the 
night has not really amounted to 
much more, as regards expenditure 
of energy, than a mere stop for 
lunch. 

All through England these bohe- 
mian retreats are to be found. Some 
are more ambitious than others, but 
an air of close consanguinity con- 
nects them. They are the outgrowth 
of a definite modern need, a need 
that has been met in pleasant gypsy 
fashion. 

Western Bungalow Camps. 

In the West, where most of the 
‘motor camping is done, the growth 
of the bungalow camp has been sen- 
sational. These camps are nearly all 
privately owned and they are in di- 
rect competition: with the muunici- 
pally-owned camps whére the motor- 
ist simply rents.a small plot of 
ground for from 25 to 50 cents a 
night and puts up his own tent. 


cooking... The charge is $1 a night, or 
$1.25 at the most elaborate camps, 
where shelter for the cars is provided 


his own supper and makes himself 
comfortable for the night. If it is 
storming he listens to the rain or hail 
on the roof and murmurs: 

“‘God pity the poor tent campers on 
a night like this!’’ 

Two years ago the bungalow camp 
was an unusual thing. Now a lot of 
people leave tents behind and yet 
gis at a hotel. In towns 
all along the national highways, 
many local residents have found the 
bungalow camp an excellent way of 
turning non-productive acres to good 
financial account—such as property 
at-the edge of town but not as yet 
included in any real estate develop- 
ment. 

Elaborate Camps and Sites. 

In the Southwest, much attention 
is being paid.to architecture and 
landscaping in creating bungalow 
camps. In some instances the Span- 
ish type prevails, the construction 
being of adobe, or sun dried mud, 
which is surprisingly cool in the hot- 
test weather. In other parts of the 
Southwest the style of Indian pueblo 
has been followed. In either case the 
effect is frequently artistic, especial- 
ly when there are trellised shelters 
for automobiles between the build- 
ings. 

Ofte: great advantage of the bun- 
galow camp is that the tourist’s be- 
longings can be placed under lock 
and key; it is true, but the tourist 
hardly ever feels at ease when he 
drives awey for a little sight-seeing, 
leaving valuables merely under can- 
vas, 

The chief advantage of the bun- 
galow camp, however, is shelter. 
Small town hotels are often unable to 
provide accommodetions for the mo- 
tor tourists who swoop down upon 
them on a stormy day. And in many 
cases those accommodations are s0 
poor that the motorist prefers what- 
ever hardships may be involved in 
making his own camp. 


A Standard Camp Service. 


Observers who have followed the 
trend of affairs in motor camping 
are confident that in time there will 
be chains of bungalow camps along 
all the principal highways. Such is 
the opinion of Harry N. Burhans, 
Secretary of the Denver Tourist Bu- 
reau. 

“These camps will be standardized 
as to price and accommodations,’’ 
says Mr. Burhans. ‘‘The tourist will 
know that at the end of his day’s 
run he can check in at a bungalow 
camp and get shelter at a fixed 
charge. His car will be under roof, 
and if it needs repairs or general 
overhauling he can call up the cen- 
tral garage and have th’ work done 
at a reasonable cost. If clothes need 
pressing, there will be valet service. 
Of course, there will be a laundry, 
and the tourist can do his own work 
or have it done. The main feature 
will be restaurant service. There is 
no doubt, in my mind, that much of 
the future of automobile camping is 
to be found in the development of 
the bungalow colony.”’ 


National Park Colonies. 


This does not mean that muncipal 
and other publicly owned camp 
grounds are to disappear. Probably 
they will be extensively patronized 
as ever. ‘There are thousands of mo- 
torists who prefer real camp life to 
a hotel room. 

Moreover, thousands continue to 
carry tents because of the financial 
saving.

This sudden springing up of a $20,- 
000,000 industry from a movement 
which at first was looked upon very 
lightly, no doubt has led to the sud- 
den increase in ‘the number of pri- 
vately owned camps, offering extra 
inducements and being run for profit. 

For another large-scale develop- 
ment of recent years, numerous own- 
ers of comfortable old houses in vil- 
lages and small towns are responsi- 
ble.. . Such. .houses—usually big and 
square and white, if their habitat be 
New England—have been converted 
into inns, supplementing the regular 
all-year-round hotels, which other- 
wise would find that the Summer de- 
mands far exceed their means of ac- 
commodation. 

These impromptu inns cater, by 
preference, to transients, the legion 
of motoring over-nighters. There is 
more money in this transient trade 
than in resorting boarders who abide 
by the week—although the latter are 
not scorned. Very often neighbor- 
ing homes, when the inn overflows, 
become still more informal annexes. 
Throughout New England caring for 
the Summer motorist has become a 
major industry. 

The growth of tea houses has also, 
ef course, been .enormous.,. They 
range from sadly unimaginative af- 
fairs to establishments that delight 
the newcomer with appropriate ‘‘at- 
mosphere.”’ For instance, at Nan- 
tucket an old coal boat has been 
turned into a tea room. Patrons sit 
on deck to sip their drinks and be- 
neath them the floor gently undu- 
lates; for the vessel is moored in 
the harbor, and, although no Icnger 
serviceable in her old capacity, is 
still undeniably nautical.

‘apparent that the interiors and fur- 
mishings to be included in this wing 
will justify their classification as fine 
att in accordance with the modern 
tendency to consider grades of quali- 
ty. rather than limitations of class. 

The arrangement of the new period 
rooms and other features will follow 
the general plan adopted throughout 
the museum in the arrangement of 
the different sections; a plan based 
upon a consistently active apprecia- 
tion of the importance of quality and 
the value of space. It is widely 
known that the Boston Museum in 
its exhibited collections has from the 
beginning emphasized quality by 
showing only such things as were 
held by its authorities to be the best 
in their kind, keeping the others 
Segregated or in storage to be exam- 
ined at request by students of special 
subjects. This weeding out of mate- 
rial for exhibition purposes accom- 
plishes two ends. It confines the at- 
tention of visitors to objects most de- 
serving attention and it provides 
space in which each object may be 
seen at its best. Not every visitor 
réalizes that a large part of the plea- 
sure given by his sojourn in this se- 
rene and béautiful building is due as 
much to what he is not seeing as to 
the works of art on view. The sense 
of spaciousness in -his environment 
counts heavily in his ability to hold 
his impressions. 

In the new wing these character 
istics will be maintained under spe- 
cial conditions. The period rooms are 
to be actual rooms, not merely cubi- 
cles built into a main gallery, fre- 
quently the case with period arrange- 
ment of exhibition space. The rooms 
will have their normal exits and en- 
trances, and a remarkable number of 
them are authentic rooms removed 
from their origina] position in his- 
toric buildings and rebuilt into the 
museum for permanent preservation. 
In some of them is much of the or- 
iginal furniture, but their principal 
interest lies in their structural] fea- 
tures, their ancient walis covered 
with fine wood paneling or hung 
with the interesting scenic well 
papers of the early periods. 


Freshness and Mellowness. 


Much of the paneling is superb. 
The earliest in date is of pine that 
never has been touched by paint and 
the tone of which has the combined 
freshness and mellowness of pound- 
sweet apples of blessed memory, a 
tone less rich than is left by the re- 
moval of pigment from pine surfaces 
into which the ofl has sunk, but far 
more agreeable in its freedom from 
the Tuscious quality offensive in all 
material and especially in woods. 

The digdtty of wood as a wall cov- 
ering needs no emphasis. Nothing 
can compete with it. Nevertheless 
the “neat and serviceable” wall-pa- 
pers that came into use during our 
Colonial period have their authentic 
charm, and the Boston Museum has 
been fortunate in obtaining through 
gift and purchase a considerable 
number and. variety of examples. 
These range from formal designs of 
ruins, temples, bridges, pagan deities 
and classic goats, such stately de- 
signs as one finds in the Lee Man- 
sion at Marblehead draping walls of 
vast dimensions with their tarnished 
silver, to the sprightly genre of the 
late eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries, celebrating rustic joys and 
town scenes. 

Some of these later papers are so 
vivacious and vita] in their pictorial 
character as to suggest that artists 
of strength in their profession had 
@ hand in them. We know of Row- 
landson’s rather foolish borders and 
it is tempting to think that he may 
have head an occasional more fortu- 
nate experience with a central panel, 
stamping it with elegance and wit. 
When the wing is open and it is 
possible to examine and discuss its 
treasures, there is no doubt that the 
wall-papers will draw the attention 
of many « student for whom Nancy 
McClelland’s excellent book has pro- 
vided the first lesson. 

One particularly interesting early 
nineteenth century paper has been 
in the museum's possession for some 
years. It was formerly in the house 
of Professor Young of Dartmouth 
College, and when it was peeled off 
from his walis by a steaming process 
it separated itself into the original 
Small pieces) The panorama as a 


cardinal principles, says a writer in 
the museum's. Bulletin, and adds 
that on each return to the Public 
Library Sargent made minor changes 
in the work already installed, a tem- 
per of thoroughness that led him to 
welcome the use of scale models, one 
of which is shown in the exhibition. 
It was characteristic of him that he 
preferred to do himself even the un- 
important preliminary detail, letting 
his assistants stand idle while he 
did the work for which they were 
engaged. It may have been this very 
patience and conscience. persisting 
through the influences of the great 
old masters. with whom he so early 
came in contact, that are responsible 
for the lack of the fresh vigor for 
which we look in an artist’s first 
thoughts, for the absence of energy, 
the eterna] delight. Certainly noth- 
ing in the exhibition would lead one 
to say of him, as some one has said 
of Tintoretto, “‘he lays his line like a 
conqueror marking his boundaries.” 

But to compare Sargent’s sketches 
and studies with those of the robust 
Venetian, or even with those of the 
Manuscript Book of Blake filled with 
notes for compositions of far less 
heroic plan than Sargent’s, is to find 
individualities diametrically opposed 
and to realize the absurdity of apply- 
ing generally the phrase ‘‘artistic 
temperament.”’ 


In His Full Maturity. 

Sargent’s beautiful decorations, 
cool, precise, scholarly, show in 
their completed form nothing to con- 
tradict the matter-of-fact quality of 
their careful substructure. The latest 
series seems to carry the message, 
almost universal throughout art, that 
in his full maturity the artist ex- 
pressed nothing quite so clearly as 


try, the crisp, clear boundaries of 
taste that controlled his youth and 
exercised an ever-increasing pressre 
upon his richly experienced age. 

Placed among these memoranda 

notes and models is a pane] said to 
be Sargent’s earliest work in decora- 
tion, an over-mantel painted when he 
was young enough to experience and 
communicate the pure enchantment 
of his medium. The title is ‘The 
Judgment of Paris,”"” and the date 
1877, four or five years before he had 
won his Salon medal with E) Jaleo 
and two years before the journey to 
Spain, of which E] Jaleo was the 
most salient record. He was staying 
at the country house of Mr. Sorchon 
at Mont d’Or, Saint Germain, and 
the decoration was done for a nur- 
sery there. Its sallow yellows, muted 
crimson, blue arid green are probably 
less bright than they looked half a 
century ago, but the mellow tone of 
time cannot altogether account for 
such Venetian ripeness. 
In the composition Venetian ripe- 
ness is refined by an adolescent grace 
and types that Pinturicchio might 
have chosen. Young Paris leaning 
nonchalantly upon his stick is the 
slim gallant of the Courts of Love, 
the half-grown stripling to be found 
in early prints, seated with his lady- 
love upon a flowery mead. The three 
competitors for favor are lightly de- 
fined with but little emphasis placed 
upon their charms. Not then or later 
did Sargent make his aim the exploi- 
tation of physical beauty. 

Filled with hints of an old world 
and an ancient period, this delight- 
ful first decoration says something 
also of New England and those crisp, 
clear boundaries of the artist’s in- 
herent and inherited taste, 

El Jaleo until recently has hung 
at the further end of the Spanish 
cloister in the Gardner Palace, 
where visitors following their guide- 
book turn to look for it. This Sum- 
mer day it is not in its place. Some 
attack of dampness or similar il] has 
led to its tenmtporary removal, and 
because it is not there in the mys- 
terious half-light of the cloister be- 
yond the Moorish arch the visitors 
fail to see it, although it is close be- 
side them, standing denuded of its 
frame opposite the exit to the Chi- 
nese loggia, much nearer than if it 
were in its former position. 

Th this demoted state he beauty 
of the picture takes on a special in- 
timacy denied to the more formal 
and favorable presentation.

waist in a dance for her local and 
particular public, for those who 
would stamp applause and call out 
her name, not for cold foreign eyes 
looking at her to see something that 
is not dancing, some one who is not 
herself, looking.in admiration of the 
art of another, in sympathy with a 
personality remote from hers. What 
dancer of fiery. blood weuld wish for 
such a public! 

Yet such a public El Jaleo must 
have. . Sargent painted the curves 
and accents of her dance and the 
rhythmical responding curves and 
accents of her lithe body, but into 
the picture he also. painted his own 
young astonishing efficiency, his own 
calm impersonal outlook, and it is 
in these. that the American public, 
and perhaps especially the Boston 
public, are interested, not in El Jaleo 
and her dancer’s art. These lived 
only objectively for the young artist, 
yet one can see quite clearly how 
entertaining he found his subject, 
how blithely he sharpened his tools 
upon its resisting surface, what a 
success he made of its strongly con- 
trasted lights and darks. 


The Essential Charm. 

The picture in the picturesque 
setting of the Spanish Cloister forms 
a sentence in which is summed up 
the essential charm of this Boston 
palace so eagerly bullt and garnished 
at the close of our “mauve nine- 
ties.”” The reaction of America to 
Europe is the sentence it so defi- 
nitely spells. Mrs. Gardner in her 
way of portraying this reaction was 
hardly less an artist than Sargent. 
She anticipated by more than a quar- 
ter of a century our slow awakening 
to the importance of environment in 
the exhibition of collections of art. 
Her “palace’’ since her death has 
become officially the Isabella Stew- 
art Gardner Museum, thereby drop- 
ping its title to romance and indi- 
viduality. But while it drops’ the 
palace title it keeps the significance 
of the engaging enterprise and also 
the sub-titles with their little flourish 
of traveler’s wisdom: The Spanish 
Cloister, the Chinese Loggia, the 
Monk’s Garden—these names are 
used in a way to avoid all implica- 
tion of pretentiousness. They are 
like the fragmentary allusions of de- 
vout travelers in conversation with 





each other, hints and reminders of 
beauty shared, too well known for 
description, too precious for expla- 
nation. 

The cloister, the loggia, the sweet- 
smelling garden with plants in pots, 
are reminiscent glimpses of line and 
color, waves of sunlight, shadow and

BRIEF NOTES. AND COMMENT 





HE first important large exhibi- 

tion of the coming season is the 

international exhibition of for- 
eign and American paintings opening 
at the Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh, 
on Oct. 13. The director, Homer Saint 
Gaudens,. will return from abroad, 
where he has been collecting mate- 
rial, the first week in September. 
The European members of the jury 
sail from the other side to reach 
New York about Sept. 17. 

*,* 

An extensive exhibition of Ameri- 
cana, including old maps and city 
views, will be formally opened at the 
New York Public Library within the 
next few weeks. The catalogue and 
labels are in preparation and with 
these supplementing the prints the 
whole will give an adequate fillip to 
the interest of the public in our ex- 
tremely entertaining past. 

The maps and many of the prints 
are already hung in the upper cor- 
ridor of the Fifth Avenue building, 
and few who pass them fail to pause 
at one or another. In one late seven- 
teenth century map purporting to be 
that of ‘“‘Nowel Amsterdam on 


.L’Amérique’’ we have evidence of an 


unscrupulous temper in at least one 
mapmaker of the period and pos- 
sibly of an easy-going habit in a 
whole school of such craftsmen. 
Nowel Amsterdam undoubtedly is a 
fake, as above it hangs a map of Lis- 
bon, practically identical, with only 
such minor changes as would indi- 
cate careless copying. Probably the 
catalogue, when it appears, will tell 
us whether the seventeenth century 
cartographer was in. the habit of 
easing his labors by using a stand- 
ardized plan for cities of various as- 
pect... 

Another interesting map is the old 
Bonner map of the Town of Boston, 





dated 1722. This was reissued in 
1743 as the New Plan of the Great 
Town of Boston, and one could spend 
a profitable day or two in tracing 
the minute changes transforming it 
into a Great Town. The spirit of ad- 
vertisement dwelt with the printers 
of the later issue, a marginal com- 
ment urging us to note a hand point- 
ing toward the King’s Head and 
Looking-Glass, where the printing 
establishment was. situated. The 
spirit of advertisement was amazing- 
ly clumsy however, as another al- 
most indecipherable little hand is the 
only sign of our having arrived at 
the establishment through resolutely 
ignoring the direction indicated by 
the first hand. As purveyor of pre- 
cise information concerning the in- 
ternal history of the city, however, 
both the old maps are greatly su- 
perior to those of modern times. Not 
confining themselves to the maze of 
streets and boundaries, the early car- 
tographers. took pains to tell us in 
marginal] text the date at which the 
town was ‘‘planted,’’ the dates of the 
churches and principal public build- 
ings, the number of houses (nearly 
3000 in 1722, of these 1,000 of brick 
and the rest timber). the size of the 
population, the number and dates of 
the great fires and of the General 
Smallpox outbreaks. Absurdly inter- 
esting. at this long perspective. . It 
was an admirable idea to hang the 
exhibition in advance of the formal 
opening and let the public feast in 
ignorance before they have a chance 
to correct their impressions.

A Panel By Lotto. 


One of the Boston Museum’s recent 
acquisitions in the field of painting 
is a “Marriage of St. Catherine,” a 
small panel given to Lorenzo Lotto, 
of which a replica is in Munich. It 
shows its author as Berenson saw 
Lotto, not a great or even supremely 
original painter, representing a very 
interesting minority in the society of 
a peculiarly splendid, powerful and 
materially-minded Venice. The mi- 
nority he represented found . their 
chief interest :in thoughts that lay 
back of deeds; in the complexion of 
mind and the subtleties of feeling by 
which men outwardly similar. were 
distinguishable to those who in- 
quired. 

As painting the beauty of the panel 
lies in the purity of the luminous 
half-tones and the drawing of: the 
large, expressive hands, The, Ma- 
donna, Saint and Child are alike 
gentle, charitable, kindly personali- 
ties, drawing toward them ali kinds 
of varying personalities by their sym- 
pathetic aspect: Berenson said in 
1895 that Lotto’s spirit was more like 
our own than that of. any other 
Italian painter, Our own has changed 
in thirty years, approaching perhaps 
the typical spirit of the Renaissance 
more closely than any critic.in the 
nineteenth century would have 
dreamed. Yet as in the Renaissance

(3) On streets or those portions of 
streets which are purely resi- 
dential in their nature or in 
other locations where the re- 
sentment of reasonably minded 
persons would be justified. 

(4) On streets facing public parks 
where the streets surrounding 
the parks are residential. 

(5) In locations that interfere with 
the view of natural scenic 
beauty spots.’’

ANOTHER CALENDAR WANTED 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tle Thirteen-Month Year is dis- 
cussed in an article by John H. 
Smith, in Tus Times of Aug. 14, in- 
dicating that The League of Nations 
has not yet taken decisive action in 
this matter of paramount impor- 
tance, 


With the exception of those en- 
gaged in commerce, finance and 
navigation few people realize the 
enormous loss involved under our 
present calendar system. Our calen- 
dar, as it now stands, does not move 
with the sun. The cause of this lies 
in the fact that we persist in using 
the decade system in intercallating 
our leap years; that is to say, we 
pervert the calendar by attempting 
to use the centurial year as a meas 
ure for dropping out or omitting a 
leap year when we have gained an 
excess of time over the true time. 
As it now stands the vernal equinox 
which should occur on March 21 at 
high noon, approximately, now oc- 
curs on the evening of March 20, 
8:20 P. M. 

It is conceded by the ablest author- 
ities that the ancient Mayan calen- 
dar, according to computations and 
interpretations, is more perfect than 
our Gregorian calendar. 

The ancient Mayan calendar also 
reckoned in cycles of 52-52-24 years; 
and fifty-two plus fifty-two, plus 
twenty-four years equals 128 years. 
This syste. of cycles was used for 
intercallary purposes. It will readily 
be seen by mathematicians that the 
unit 128 is the aliquot of the solar 
year (agreeing with ‘Newcomb’s 
value, q.v.),. when used as the in- 
tercalary period—that is, omitting 
what we call leap year every 128 


years, instead of using our pres 
ent method of intercalating by cen- 
turies or centurial years, which - 
method does not provide an aliquot of 
the solar year. The 128year cycle 
will eliminate fractional hours, min- . 
utes and seconds—that is, there will 
be no remainder or excess of time ; 
as we now have. A calendar evolved - 
on this cycle basis will, therefore, . 
keen the equinoxes and solstices : 
“‘within the bounds of tolerance,’® 
even providing for the discrepancy 
or variance caused by what we term 

“constant b.’’ |

United States and wn dhawe iy 
every second wireless messages flash | 
from continent to continent: Better 
possibilities for one people to.Jearn 
to know another could searcely” be 
conceived, and one might well believe 
that Americans and Germans, who, 
apart from the brief interruption ‘of 
the World War, haye* been. in con- 
stant communication, would know 
everything worth knowing about 
each other. But as.a matter of;fact 
there is a great dearth of under 
standing. 

For most people whose sources Of | 
information are chiefly the newspa- 
pers, the news that comes from. a 
foreign country must ‘always remain 
the essential thing. And this news is 
very apt to be concerned with the 
merely unusual and. extraqrdinary. 
But it is precisely this, which is -so 
often not the representative, but the 
abnormal! and the diseased. 


The same thing applies to the ma-|, 


jority of Germans in connection with 
America. The two nations regard 
each other fromthe point.of view of 
the physician or the criminal judge. 
The doctor usually sees only the peo- 
ple who come to him for, help, and 
gradually he begins to forget the as- 
pect of the perfectly healthy human. 
being. The criminal judge will in 
time. succumb’ to‘ a- tendency to -re- 
gard all human beings as ‘criminals; 
for he constantly sees: before him 
only those persons who are at least 
suspected of some punishable act. 
America to Germap Eyes, 

How does Anierita appear to the 
eyes of. the average’ German? The 
popular conception of the wealth of 
America naturally exceeds all limits. 
The people know that the war has 
brought all countries under the fi- 
nancial domination of America and 
that countless European obligations, 
payable in gold, lie concentrated in 
America. The ancient phrage about 
America being the land of unlimited 
possibilities has proved to be correct. 

Astonishment and also a certain 
envy overcomes the European at the 
sight of the illimitable abundance of 
production and consumption, of the 
extraordinary high level of tech- 
-miques. From this follows the er- 
roneus conclusion that every Ameri- 
can must be a millionaire... The fact 
that there are many poor Americans 
and the fact that many of even those 
apparently. favofed: mortals who 
travel. about Etirepe must. reckon 
with every dollar: eam cause 
surprise. 

This golden aspect of things is, 
however, darkened by the views Ger- 
mans entertain of Américan: intellec- 
tual life. According to the eommion 
conception, the chase after the dol- 
lar occupies every minute in the life 
of the American—even when he re 
turns to. his home, Worried to death 
after his day*im ‘the city... -America 
may have money and mechanics;

tuted soul of the average American 
displays itself. He demands enter- 
tainmient, tension, sensation. In ad- 
dition to this, the various, national 
components of the American nation 
devote theniselyes to their various 
traditional literature—the 

the German, the French, the Italian, 
the Spanish. Yet he who plunges be- 
neath the surface’ finds that there 
are already various beginnings of a 
uniform and national American lit- 
erature. 

The first'sign of this is a specific 
criticism of society, which’ is begin- 
ning to manifest itself on the: Ameri- 
can stage and in the more recent 
American novels. Social criticism 
has been frequently repudiated by 
Americans and‘regarded as a slur 
upon Americanism. In Germany 
these things have been regarded 
from another point of view, especial- 
ly with authors like Sinclair Lewis— 
a writer who has attained rreat 
vogue here in translation. His books 
have by no méans had the effect of 
causing the German reader :td think 
contemptuously of America. In books 
like ‘‘Babbitt,’”’ “Main ‘Street’ and 
“Arrowsmith” the discriminating 


German does not distern any stoff-'| 


ing at. Americanism, but. simply. an 
altercation between the new, grow- 
ing, uniformly national youth and 
former generations. 


The Two Generations Struggle. 


It is precisely these books that 
show how the former’ generations 
were wholly occupied ‘with the acqui- 
sition of wealth and with thé secur- 
ing of a place. in sociéty; how the 
younger generation is. gradually 
séeking to put. an inherited pros- 
perity to another. use. . This battle of 
the generations does not “take place 
without keen, biting, frequently pain- 
ful criticism. In this species of 
American. literature the European 
perceives the evolution of an essen- 
tially national soul. | 

There can be:no doubt that the ma- 


timately to produce soul. . This soul 
will be unlike the European. But 
in a not too distant future we shall 
have American culture in every form 
—in painting, ‘in literature, probably 
aiso in music. The syncopated and 
distorted rhythms ‘of jazz will give 
birth to a national and melodic mu-

If one may set up & prognosis of 
American literature upon the basis 
of'the néw.books that*have become 
known in Germany, it is this: That 
it ‘will some time carry out the best 
traditions of the great school of clas- 
sic English novelists. Jack London, 


whose adventurous tales have at-/} 


tained great popularity in Germany, 
embodies one element in American 
literature. Then we have the litera- 
ture of criticism represented by Sin- 
clair Lewis. A-mixture of both ele-

time has come, in the opin- 
ion of Herbert Hoover, Secre- 
tary of. Commerce, when the 
United States should formu- 
late a broad program for the maxi- 
mum utilization of the vast unde 
veloped water resources of the na- 
tion. His proposal involves the coun- 
try’s water-borne transportation, the 
inland waters of the United States 
and those of the Great Lakes and 
their outlet through Canadian terri- 
tory, the problem of irrigation and 
reclamation, electric power, flood 
control of the Mississippi River and 
its tributaries, the completion of the 
Colorado River .project, which in- 
volves the reclaiming of millions of 
acres of desert lands and the safe- 
guarding from floods of the people 
of the Imperial Valley of California. 
Visualized together the costs of 
these projects would make the tax- 
payer shiver in apprehension, but 
when the. situation is analyzed a dif- 
ferent picture is presented. It is true 
that the total costs will be between 
$1,500,000,000 and $2,000,000,000, but 
none of these projects will be the 
work of a year or a few years. 


The problem of the Mississippi 
ffood control is certain to be legis- 
lated upon by Congress at its next 
session. Probably the Colorado pro}j- 
ect will also be dealt with. Already 
the inland waterways part of the 
program is authorized, and has been 
completed over large stretches of the 
Mississippi and some of its main 
tributaries at an . expenditure of 
$300,000,000. Its final cost ‘will be 
from $400,000,000 to $500,000,000, of 
which between $100,000,000 and $150,- 
000,006 will be for spillways to give 
additional gafety- from* the flood 
peril to New Orleans afid the country 
to the north, to “and ‘ including 
the south river“ counties: of 
Arkansas, In all ‘instances the ap- 
propriations are annual in character; 
and even if all the projects: were 
now under way it ‘is » doubtful 
whether the total outlay would ex- 
ceed $100,000,000. ? 


One Undeveloped Resource. 


*"The greatest un resource 
of the United States;” said Mr. 
Hoover, “‘is water. Our great rivers 
and lesser streams can produce 55,- 
000,000 horsepower of electric energy, 
and yet less than 11,000,000 horse- 
power of it has been developed. It 
is probable that less than 7,000 miles 
of our 25,000 miles of possible inland 
waterways are modernized, ard the 
utility of. these 7,000 miles of waters 
for navigation is diminished because 
of their separation into segments of 
what should be a great connected 
transportation system. 

“Again, we have 30,000,000 acres of 
possible reclaimable and irrigable 
lands, and there again is a fascinat- 
ing problem for the consideration of 
the Government. Also there are the 
all-important questions of flood con- 
trol, the need of which has so re- 
cently been brought home to us by 
the devastation caused by the Mis- 
sissippi and its tributaries in Mis-

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Freedom of the City Offered to the Comedian in Recognition

City Fathers have ever staged. Scots 
will be coming from’ Riechlachrie 
Achnashellach and Drumnadrochit 
to see Harry Lauder receive the 
freedom of Edinburgh. Nor will it 
cost them a single bawbee. 


The date has not yet been fixed, 
but the show will begin at 11:30 
A. M., arid everybody will have a 
program, because the programs, too, 
will be free. Somebody will play the 
organ and the minister of St, Giles 
will offer prayer. The Town Clerk 
Will read the resolution of the Town 
Council conferring the highest honor 
the city can give Sir Harry Lauder 
‘im recognition of his valuable ser- 
vices in aid of the allied cause dur- 
ing the great war, of his successful 
effort on behalf of various war char- 
ities, of his unceasing labors to ce- 
ment the ties of kinship between the 
Mother Country and the Dominions 
and of his pre-eminence as an expo- 
nent of Scottish song and humor.”’ 

Lord Provost Stevenson will make 
a speech and present the mounted 
silver casket containing the burgess 
ticket. The lion of Scotland will 
stand in silver on the casket’s lid; 
the arms of Edinburgh and of Harry 
Lauder will be engraved on its ends. 
The heraldic devices of Scotland will 
occupy the front and back. Within 
it the burgess ticket of parchment 
will repose on a lining of green vel- 
vet. 

The Burgess Roll. . 

Harry Lauder will then sign the 
burgess roll while the organ plays 
‘Land of Hope and Glory.”’ The roll 
is a red morocco-bound volume with 
the arms of the city in gold on its 
cover. It contains about 200 names, 
most of them the names of kings, 
princes, grand dukes, premiers, scien- 
tists, artists and authors, not one of 
whom has ever earned $5,000 a week 
with a kilt, a bonnet and a crooked 
stick.

Thus Councilor Gilzean outside the 
Council chamber. Ballie Hastie, who 
speaks with a burr as mellow and 
muzzy as the smell of brewing beer, 
was then consulted. Bailie Hastie 
voted on the opposite side from 
Councilor Gilzean, but did mot par- 
ticipate in debates. He is a lawyer, 
a Tory politician and the party whip 
in the Town Council.

As a view of Harry Lauder from 
another of his ain folk this seemed 
to be all that it should be. It is 
possible that Scottish antiquarians 
might have something to say on the 
subject of his fidelity to the detail 
of off-stage Scottish life, but anti- 
quarians do not enter into the little 
drama of the Lauder freedom. As 

r as his ain folk in general are 
coticerned, Councilor Gilzean’s idea 
that Harry Lauder seriously misrep- 
resents the Scot does not seem to 
have occurred to anybody.

*“‘Money makes no difference what- 
ever,’’ Lauder once said, ‘“‘save that 
when you want a thing you can walk 
into a shop and get it. It’s a pleas- 
ant difference, I grant you; but a 
man’s a man for a’ that.’’ 

The twenty-two votes cast in the 
Town Council against the proposal 
to offer Lauder the freedom of Eidin- 
burgh were cast by three separate 
elements? At the top of the social 
scale there wag the West End’s op- 
position. The West End of Edinburgh 
is like the West End of London, only 
more so. It is like the Back Bay 
district of Boston. Not that it is 
snobbish. Far from it. Its doors 
are always open. It welcomes any 
man who has done something worth 
doing. Its only aristocracy is the 
aristocracy of achievement, and that 
is far and away the most exclusive 
of all the aristocracies. ‘Four years 
ago i¢ had to swallow Jamie Brown, 
an ex-miner, as Lord High Commis- 
sioner of the Church of Scotland. 
Today it is having to swallow Harry 
Lauder, another ex-miner, as a 
burgess of the City of Edinburgh. 


West End Viewpoint. 


Lord Dean of Guild Bruce; repre- 
sentative of the merchants’ ‘guilds 
in the Town Council and spokesman 
of the West End, was out of Edin- 
burgh the other day and could not 
be reached. Newspaper reports have 
quoted him as voicing the West 
End’s opposition to the Lauder free 
dom, during the debate in the Coun- 
cil, in these terms: 

“At the last freedom ceremony, 
when the honor was conferred on 
the Dominion Premiers, the Lord 
Provost said that it was an honor 
which the Town Council guarded 
jealously. The consequence is that 
our roll contains names that will live 
throughout the ages, such as thosé 
of Lord Macaulay, 


liam Gladstone, the statesman; David 
Livingstone, , the missionary, and 
Lord Kitchener, the great soldier.’’ 

This is the West End’s manner of 
sayi-« that a comedian is not up 
to the Edinburgh standard. The 
West End commanded 8 _ votes 
of the 52 which were cast at the 
Council meeting of July 28. All these 
8 votes were cast against the 
Lauder freedom. 

The rest of the 22 votes which 
were cast in opposition came from 
the local Labor Party and included 
the votes of the unemployed inter- 
ests. So the opposition to the Lauder 
freedom came from the peak and 
the broad bottom of Edinburgh’s so- 
cia: pyramid.

The burgess 
ticket has to be engraved, the casket 
has to be made, and there is usually 
a luncheon to follow the freedom 


}ceremony. All these things involve 


expense which we believe can be bet- 
ter Incurred by helping the unem- 
ployed. But our opposition is one 
of principle. In practice we do not 
oppose all freedoms. The American 
Ambassador in London is to receive 
the freedom of the city on Sept. 7 
and we did not oppose that. It was 
not even debated. In my own belief 
that is the proper use of the free- 
dom. My belief is that it should be 
offered only to.men who are great 
in themselves or in their achieve- 
ment. Harry Lauder is neither.’’ 
Lauder was recommended for the 
freedom on various grounds, the 
foremost of which was his war rec- 
ord. The war undoubtedly gave him 
a larger place in Britain than that 
of a mere showman. His native in- 





clination to regard himself as a man 
with a mission made a veritable cru- 
sader of him. The word “‘crusader”’ 
was in fact his own description of 
himself. He began in 1915 by talk- 
ing night after night for recruiting. 
In 1916 he was playing in ‘Three 
Cheers” and continued to do so de- 
spite the loss of his only son on the 
Somme. 

He went to France at the first op- 
portunity and after visiting his son’s 
grave on the road to Bapaume he 
sang to the troops from early morn- 
ing till late at night. There are 
thousands of his countrymen who 
still remember the Harry Lauder of 
those days as a man who masked a 
broken heart with a comedian’s 
laugh. Abroad he made propaganda 
speeches as a sort of self-constituted 
ambassador. At home, when the war 
ended, he threw himself into raising 
the Harry Lauder Fund for Disabled 
Ex-Service Men, collecting more than | 
£250,000 for: it. , 
“The King granted Harry Lauder 
a knighthood for what he did in the 
war,’’ Bailie Hastie said the other 
day, “‘and the King’s approval ought 
to be good enough-for us. Every 
President has received Lauder at the 
White House since Taft.. In one 
sense he is not an educated man, for 
he had very little schooling; but in 
another sense he is one of the best-

He came to the 
White House some three years ago 
from a kennel in Oshkosh, Wis., 
whence came also his companion, 
the late Mistress Prim. But he spent 
his early life on a farm. 


Career of Rob Roy. 


Rob Roy, before he went into pub- 
lic life, was an expert cattle driver. 
Twice a day, without being remind- 
ed, he scampered to the pasture to 
bring the cows home. In dry weather, 
when pasturage for the cows was 
shortened, the time for their home- 
coming was moved to the middle of 
the afternoon. In three days Rob 
Roy had mastered the new schedule. 
On one occasion the cows sauntered 
in without their escort, to the aston- 
ishment of the farm hands. Never 
before had the loyal collie failed to 
perform his duty. But dismay was 
soon allayed by the appearance of 
Rob Roy, returning with a stray 
cow. In the evening the collie would 
jump on the running bourd of the 
farm boys’ car and go for a plunge 
in the swimmin’ hole. 

At a garden party on the White 
House grounds or aboard the May- 
flower, Rob Roy knows his place 
and has always been marked for his 
decorum. He can even be trusted 
to keep his peace at a press: con- 
ference.

Once he chewed off the seat 
of a messenger boy’s trousers and 
the President insisted that he be 
sent toa farm. The President never 
liked him much anyhow; Mrs. Cool- 
idge, perhaps with a woman’s weak- 
ness for a naughty boy, was very 
fond of him. She used to take him 
shopping on F Street and always 
referred to him as the ‘‘dear rascal.”’ 
She dissuaded the President from 
sending him away and for a time 
Paul Pry was merely muzzled. 

In the Summer of 1925 Paul Pry 
on vacation, far from the austerities 
of the White House, thought he could 
cut loose. It was then that the Presi- 
dent suggested he be given to the 
“Devil Dogs,’’ stationed at Swamp- 
scott, for intensive training. By the 
end of the Summer it was hoped that 
Paul Pry would be sufficiently toned 
down for a sober life in the nation’s 
capital... This spectacular dog gave 
the marines no end of trouble, and 
when vacation time drew to a close 
the President said Paul Pry must be 
banished forever. ' 


Tige Would Leave Home. 

Another upheaval was caused by 
Tige, the President’s striped feline 
pet, who went on a spree in the 
Spring of 1924. The Coolidges have 
had no luck with their cats. Both 
Blackie and Tige, sent to them by 
an admirer in Boston, brought no- 
toriety to the household: The Presi- 
dent never cared for Biackie, but 
Tige would often sit in his lap when 
he chatted with friends in the eve- 
ning. Suddenly the cat left home, 
without any warning, and a Secret 
Service man announced the event 
over the radio. 

Unable to conceal his regal bearing, 
Tige was picked up near the Navy 


and sent for the head of the State, 
War and Navy guard forces. This 
official had been listening in on the 
radio the night before and he rushed 
the prodigal Tige over to the White 
House. But Tige took the first op- 
portunity thereafter to leave home 
again. 

Blackie took to nocturnal expedi- 
tions, too. He used to prey on squir- 
rels and rabbits, and it was rumored 


in official circles that he was respon-} 


sible for the scarcity of birds in 
the White House grounds.

Local “Atmosphere” and a Sense of “Roughing 
Chief Stock-in-Trade.. 
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Mystery of the Hawaiian Air Pilots, Recalls Conspicuous Instances of Gallant, 











Captain Roald Amundsen.

F ANY one wishes to be convinced 
that the instinct to survive is 
not always the strongest in hu- 
man nature—even in civilized 

human nature—he has only to read 
the story of a man’s attempts to play 
Columbus in the upper air. And in 
this narrative the records of the 
splendid failures—of the aviators 
who lost their lives or were saved 
only by a miracle—are not the least 
thrilling. Andrée, the first man who 
tried to reach the North Pole by air; 
Nungesser and Coli, who played a 
gallant game with death in their 
fatal attempt to cross the Atlantic 
last Spring; and now the lost Ha- 
waiian fliers, will be remembered be- 
cause they dared as much as Lind- 
bergh and Chamberlin, even though 
fate did not allow them to achieve 
‘as much. 

Yet fate has on the whole been 
kind to the explorers of the air—the 
first navigators of that sea of light 
which is so much more menacing 
than Columbus’s Sea of Darkness. 
The tragedies of the present year 
have been exceptional. Out of seven 
conspicuous instances of lost avia- 
tors from 1897 up to 1927, only one 
ended fatally. 

‘This incident was the first and the 
most magnificently foolhardy of all 
attempts at long-distance explora- 
tion of the air. Early in the 90s 
Salomon August Andrée, a Swedish 
meteorologist, conceived the idea of 
reaching the North Pole in a balloon. 
He had the usual difficulties in rais- 
ing funds and making preparations, 
but July, 1897, found him at Dane 
Island, off the northwest coast of 
Spitzbergen, ready to set out.’ With 
him were two intrepid friends, 
Strindberg and Frankel. The bal- 
loon was equipped with ropes and 
sails by means of which, it was 
hoped, they could steer, and Andrée 
took along carrier pigeons and buoys 
with which to send back messages. 
On July 11 the balloon rose and 
drifted away to the northeast, and 
the last was seen of either the craft 
or its occupants. They vanished into 
the northern mystery and only a few 
traces were found to hint at their 
fate. 

Few Traces Found. 


Four days after the balloon van- 
fished a sealer picked up a carrier 
pigeon bearing a message dated on 
the day of departure. This gave the 
position of Andrée and his compan- 
ions at that time as eighty-two de 
grees two minutes north and fifteen 
degrees and five minutes west. Later 
five buoys were picked up, two of 
them with messages written and 
tossed from the balloon on the same 
day. The final buoy, the one they

Lost for 52 Hours. 

Years passed, the World War was 
fought, and the ~heavier-than-air 
plane became a realized dream be- 
p the next series of desperate ven- 
res. began. .The first of. these, in 


May, 1919, was the successful cross-. 


ing of the Atlantic by the United 
States naval plane NC4. Our con- 
cern, however, is with the two planes 
that did not get across.

land, tivo English aviators, Com- 
mander Mackenzie Grieve and Major 
Henry Hawker, had been waiting for 
a fair chance to cross the Atlantic in 
a non-stop flight—a feat for which 
The London Daily Mail had offered a 
prize of $50,000. Grieve and Hawker 
had a Sopwith plane that could, in 
theory, fly twenty-five hours at a 
speed of 100 miles an hour—more 
than enough to take them to Ireland. 
On May 18, while the NC planes were 
stil at the Azores, th. Englishmen 
decided to try their luck and perhaps 
beat the Americans to the other side. 
They got off safely, dropped their 
landing gear and disappeared into a 
bank of .og, their engine throbbing 
steadily. Six days later, when all 
hope had been given up that they 
would ever be seen alive again, King 
George sent a personal message of 
condolence to Mrs. Hawker, and 
laudatory obituaries of the two avia- 
tors were published in every news- 
paper in the world. 


Unexpected Rescue. 


Next day, May 25, two Coast Guards- 
men at the Butt of Lewis, at the 


northern point of the Hebrides, ob-| 


served a small Danish steamer which 
scemed to be trying to communicate. 
The steamer stood in close to shore 
and presently made known the fact 
that she was the Mary of Copen- 
hagen and that she had Hawker and 
Grieve on board. The two men had 
been forced down more than 1,000 
miles from Newfoundland, after fif- 
teen hours of flying, by a bit of 
solder in a vital part of their plane’s 
water-cooling system. The Mary, 
which did not carry wireless, had 
been opportunely in sight. 

Hawker and Grieve, thus brought 
back from the dead, received a wel- 
come comparable even with that 
later given to Lindbergh. ‘They were 
mobbed, dined, decorated and final- 
ly honored with a. consolation 
prize of $25,000. It is interesting to 
note that with the present-day air- 
cooled motor they would have a 
better chance of getting across. Al- 
cock and Brown did actually fly 
from Newfoundland to Ireland a 
little later, in 1919. , 

The next aeronautical adventure to 
keep the world in suspense was un- 
premeditated and centred in a

United States Navy balloon, the A- 
5598. This prosaically-named ship of 
the air set forth from Rockaway 
Point on the cold afternoon of Dec. 
13, 1920. Lieutenant Walter Hinton 
was in charge, and with him were 
Lieutenants Louis A. Kioor and Ste- 
phen A. Farrel. Eight hours after 
starting the A-55068 was observed 
over Wells, N. Y. Then it disap- 
' peared and remained lost for nearly 
two weeks. What had happened to 
Hinton and his companions? Had 
they been blown out over the Great 
Lakes and drowned? It seemed cer- 
tain, at any rate, that they would 
never been seen alive. After two 
weeks news came out of the wilds of 
Northern Ontario that all three were 
safe and on their way back to civili- 
zation. 


The A-5508 had been caught in a 
north-bound wind which carried it 
along so swiftly that the aeronauts 
soon lost track of their whereabouts. 
At 2 o’clock on the afternoon of Dec. 
14 they pulled the rip cord and came 
to earth in a wilderness of snow and 
firs which, as they later found, was 
near Moose Factory, Ontario, a post 
of the Hudson Bay Company. For 
four days they were lost, wandering 
through the forest with practically no 
food and with insufficient clothing. 
On the fourth day, when they had 
nearly given up hope, they staggered 
into Moose Factory. Nine days more 
were required to reach the railway.

Martin and Henry, flying in the fog 
between Chignik and Dutch Harbor, 
ran full tilt into a mountain and, 
lucky to be alive, found themselves 
in an instant in the untraveled wil- 
derness, remote from help. The plane 
was damaged beyond repair, though 
the aviators suffered no serious in- 
juries. 

The situation was desperate, for 
they had little food and few facilities 
for traveling through the woods. But 
the luck which so often accompanies 
those who take death -by the beard 
was with them, as it had been with 
Towers, Hawker and Grieve, and 
Hinton. They found a trapper’s hut, 
where they were able to take shelter, 
and three days later reached Port 
Moller on Behring Sea. There they 
got into communication with the 
outer world. They, too, it had been 
feared, were dead, and word of their 
safe return sent a thrill through the 


country. The other fliers, mean-, 


while; had pushed on toward their 
destination. 

But perhaps the two most dramatic 
instances of what seemed like rescues 
from the dead were those of Amund- 
sen and his polar explorers and of 
Commander John Rodgers and his 
companions in their attempted flight 
from San Francisco to Honolulu. 
Both these events occurred in 1925. 








Amundsen, with his associate, Lin- 
coln. Elisworth,'and-four pilots, navi- 
gators and mechanics, was at King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen; ‘in May, 1925, wait- 
ing for favorable weather. They had 
two seaplanes, with which it was 
planned to make a simultaneous 
start for the Pole. The planes car- 
ried skis, sleds and emergency ra- 


tions for thirty days in case it be- 


came necessary to return on foot 
over the ice. But such a return was 
at best a forlorn hope. The aviators 
were really staking their lives on 
their engines. They were venturing 
into a region where little was known 
about winds and weather, and where 
that little was. not reassuring. But 
on May 21, when weather conditions 
seemed as good as they were ever 
likely to be, both planes took off. 
This was at 4:15 P. M. 


Separated Five Days.

an attempt to fly back. To do this 
it was necessary. to clear a space 
for a take-off—a task that required, 
among other things, the shoveling 
away of some 300 tons of ice.

LANS have been made by Dr. 

Edmund Rumpler, the German 

aeronautical engineer who de- 

Signed the famous Taube, or 
Dove, monoplane for the German 
Army, for. a giant air liner with 
wings so expansive and thick that 
they will provide space for cabins 
. with bathrooms, dining rooms, 
lounges and promenades—accommo- 
dations for 135 passengers. It is ex- 
pected that this Titan of the air will 
be able to cross the Atlantic in 
twenty hours. 

Actually, plans for this type of 
airplane were drawn, several years 
ago.. In general outline they are 
ag good as they ever were, for 
aerodynamic principles have not 
changed. Dr. Rumpler; with the 
dust blown off his blueprints, is talk- 
ing more confidently than ever of 
the day when air voyages across the 
ocean will be as commonplace as 
steamship travel is now. He is too 
cautious to plunge boldly into the 
construction of a craft without care- 
ful preparation. He will reach his 
ideal .transatlantic airplane by easy 
stages. First, he will probably build 
a forty or fifty-passenger machine, 








then a seventy-passenger plane, and 
finally his largest ship. 


Although a plane of such fantastic 


size has never been built, the project 
must not be classed as impractical. 
Scientific and engineering research 
has never yet failed the designers of 
aircraft. The same laws of applied 
physics that enabled Bellanca to de- 
sign the Columbia and to predict 
from the plans how fast it would go, 
how much it would lift, at what an- 
gle it could climb, will enable future 
designers to calculate the wing 
spread, motor power and tensile 
strength of the structural materials 
necessary for’ planes of far greater 
dimensions.

However, in ‘the early Summer of 
this year it.was.felt that an expe- 
dited evacuation of the occupied ter 
ritories, prior to the limit -year,. had 
become a pressing political advisa- 
bility, not only in the interests of 
European harmony but also of 
French reconstruction. What, it was 
asked, had France to rely upon, as 
a barrier against possible re-invasion 
for the third time within. three gen- 
erations, if she «withdrew. from the 
Rhine, and particularly from the 
Coblenz bridgehead?

Plan in Broad Outline. 

The greatest secrecy is being main- 
tained regarding the nature of. the 
‘new fortifications and many spies 
have already been arrested; but in 
broad outline it may “be explained 
that they are a mixture: of the old 
forts, immensely strengthened, and 
of natural bulwarks of.the region, 
organized in a manner. similar to 
that in which celebrated battle ridges 
and hills were fitted out, painfully 
and tragically, during the war.

ISA’S ivory-tinted tower contin- 
P ues to slant steadily away from 
the centre of its axis. If a 
plumb line were dropped from its 
uppermost gallery to the greensward 
178 feet below it would hit the earth 
some fourteen feet from the side of 
the whité marble wall. The annual 
increase in the angle of the slanting 
wall is almost infinitessimal; still it 
has been enough to ‘ause consider- 
able worry to.admirers of the famed 
leaning tower, of )which Dickens 
wrote that it “‘certainly inclines as 
much as the most sanguine tourist 
could desire.’’ 

The Italian Government’s special 
commission has recently reported re- 
assuringly on the condition of the 
tower’s foundations and the danger 
of collapse. .~Word.has been sent 
forth by experts that the tower, with 
its rows of encircling arches and its 
exquisite .carvings; will, if no un- 
toward. accident occurs, continue to 
delight its, admirers, for, many a gen- 
eration, During the last two decades, 


like a crown above the six stories 
of its height, has inclined somewhat 
more than a half inch. Thus, almost 
imperceptibly, grows the slant that 
midy ‘somie day ‘cause the tower to 
fall a victim of those laws of gravi- 
tation. which Galileo tried to demon- 
strate to skeptical listeners from its 
highest gallery in 1590. 

Engineers are doubtful as to the 
best method of strengthening the 
foundations,’ which recently have 
been' disclosed ‘to ‘be of only about 
one-third: the depth originally cred- 
ited. to them, and. caution is advised. 
One of. the greatest menaces to the 
substructure .is the spongy. soil in 
which it rests. Once, in 1839, an 
effort was.made to.drain the mois- 
ture through the medium of a deep 
tank. But the water was pumped 
from the excavation with a vehe- 
mence that, it was afterward thought, 
exaggerated rather than remedied 
the situation. .A few. years.after this 
unfortunate attempt an earthquake 
further unsettled the tower’s shallow 
foundations,

Bonanno 
was the first—it was he who laid the 
foundations and carried the tower up 
forty feet in 1174. Noticing then, it 
is now believed, that the earth was 
sinking and his marble arches with 
it, he gave up. In 1234 Benenato 
added the fourth.story,.but, like his 
predecessor, turned his attention 
thereafter to other and easier fields. 
The Pisans, still believing that the 
impossible could be achieved, called 
an outsider, William of Innsbruck, 
who boldly went ahead with the fifth 
and sixth stories.

Regulation of Great Lakes Level 


During the last few years the levels 
of the Great Lakes have 
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the St. Clair and Niagara Rivers and 


5 Hater, thus offering no obstruction

Various natural and artificial 
changes in the lake system have per- 
manently lowered the lake levels. 
The best known of these is the di- 
version of water from Lake Michi- 
jgan by the Sanitary District of Chi- 
cago. This began in 1900 and dur- 
ing recent years has averaged about 
8,600 cubic feet of water a second. 
This lowers the levels of all the lakes 
except Lake Superior. 

At the head of the St. Clair River, 
natural erosion of the gravel bot- 
tom, combined with the effect of 
dredging, has enlarged the river 
channel and thus caused a perma- 
nent lowering of the levels of Lakes 
Huron and Michigan. 

The Wellahd Canal, diverting wa- 
ter from Lake Erie at the average 
rate of 3,100 cubic feet a second, has 
lowered the level of Lake Erie and 
had a slight effect on Lakes Michi- 
gan and Huron. Since the water is 
returned to Lake Ontario the levels 
of that lake are not affected. When 
the new Welland Canal, now under 
deuatilbtion: is opened the diversion 
Y | Wil be be. increased to perhaps eed 
cubic feet a second.

It has not prevented the growth and 
expansion of big business, but, in ad- 
dition to hampering labor, it has 
served to restrict and circumscribe 
legitimate business enterprises. It 
has borne heavily upon labor not- 
withstanding labor was assured that 
such would not be the case. Labor 
has always conceded the right of 
capital to organize for the purpose of 
promoting economic and efficient 
production. We believe that such a 
condition is nothing more than the 
normal development of modern in- 
dustry and modern civilization. 


Capital and industry will organize 
because no nation can succeed in the 
industrial competitive race unless its 
industries are permitted to organize. 
Labor also insists on the exercise 
of the right to organize and to func- 
tion as a recognized economic Amer- 
ican institution. We further believe 
that Congress has the power to de- 
fine the jurisdiction of inferior Fed- 
eral courts. That power is conferred 
upon Congress by the Constitution of 
the United States.

The Stonecutters’ Strike. 


The case of the Bedford Stone 
Company, decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States on April 
11, 1027, involved the same principle. 
Twenty-five producers of Indiana 
limestone had for years been doing 
business under an agreement with 
the Journeymen Stonecutters’ Union. 
That agreement expired in April, 
1921, and the parties were unable 
to agree upon the terms of a re- 
newal. A strike took place, and 
thereafter the producers organized 
their employes into so-called com- 
pany unions and went on producing 
limestone. 

The unions, being unable to disrupt 
the productive forces of these com- 
panies, proceeded to obstruct the sale 
and distribution of their products by

It also protects their 
right to\remain unorganized. It im- 
plies ..the. condemnation. of . all 
schemes which seek to fofce an em- 
ployer to join @ trust or combination 
under threat of having his Dusiness 
destroyed or which seek to force a 
worker into the union under threat 
of’being deprivéd of his livelihood. 


Society as Arbiter. 


Society believes that it has a right 
to buy .whatever products it desires 
to buy, to deal with any employer 
with whom it desires to deal and to 
be served by any pérson who desires 
to work. It believes that if the laws 
of the land keep open the door of 
opportunity so that all employers

Testing the sight of.a child who 
has never been to school requires 
much patience and ingenuity. The 
child’s attention and cooperation 


. Thus, to stimulate eye- 
sight examination in all places where 
health work is done for pre-school 
children, it is necessary to have a 
method simple enough for nurses 
and lay assistants to administer 
readily. With this in mind, the 
committee has developed a new tech- 
nique from its contact with 300 chil- 
dren of sixteen nationalities, some of 
whom understood no English at all. 


The test takes the form of a game 


equipment is the letter “‘E,” which 
for the moment becomes a “funny 
little three-legged animal’ that 
tumbles over and over. By way of 
teaching the child how to play the 





points with his hands to the direc- 
tion the feet assume. The child is 
then stationed twenty. feet. away.

Also, a neutral colored card is em- 
ployed to cover first one eye and 
then the other, since this is a one- 
eyed game. If the child cannot see 
the largest letter at the twenty-foot 
distance, he must be brought up to 
a place where he can see it. Careful 
records are made of his responses 
and he himself is watched very 
closely for his individual reaction. 
For. instance, if he demonstrates 
quickly at the chart but slowly at 
a distance, eye fault is suspected, 
since the power of eye accommoda~ 
tion is normally great among young 
children. 

Made Into a Game. 

The child, of course, never guesses 
that his eyes are being tested. To 
him this is merely a game of putting 
animals in boxes and demonstrating 
how they act. After the chart has 
been read, a routine eye inspection 
is made. Then, if the results of the 
tests appear particularly poor, repe- 
titions are made. With children 
under 4, it has been found, several 
trials are often mecessary before 
results can be accepted as final, but 
with children over 5 once is gen- 
erally enough. 

Surprising discoveries have been 
made as a result of these examina- 
tions, according to those who have 
administered them. In the first 
clinic organized 25 per cent. of the 
children who came (all of them un- 
der 7 years) had some eye ailment. 
Many whose vision was thought to 
be normal were found defective in 
one eye or in both eyes.

In its recently issued annual report 
the National Committee for the Pre- 
vention of Blindness states that the 
percentage of children in schools for 
the blind who have lost their sight 
because of sore eyes in babyhood— 
long the chief cause of blindness— 
has been reduced by more than half. 
In the last thirteen years sight-sav- 
ing classes for children with defec- 
tive vision have increased from 2 
to 265. But this, it is estimated, is 
only 5 per cent. of the number 
needed for educating children with 
defective vision. 


SHOCK TEST DEVICE 
FOR AMBULANCES TRIED 


it is important that limousines 
travel with a minimum of jolts 
for the occupant, it is obviously 
more important that ambulances 
should be free from strain. Tests of 
the riding qualities of these emer- 
gency vehicles are being made in 
connection with all future purchases 
by the Veterans’ Bureau, according 
to H. K. Cummings, chief of the 
automotive power division of the 
Bureau of Standards. 

The device used in effecting these 
tests is described as ‘‘somewhat sim- 
ilar to the seismograph [used in de 
tecting earth tremors] and may be 
set so that an electrical contact is 
made whenever it receives a jar or 
bump of a certain magnitude

While it is not hastened by offers of 
prize. money for races in which the 
entries are almost unrestricted, it is 
believed that it might be hampered 
by the passing of laws prohibiting or 
restricting any kind of experimental 
flying. 

The most that can be done by law, 
those identified with flying believe, 
is to prevent unqualified pilots flying 
untested planes from carrying pas- 
sengers and endangering other lives 
than their own. Aviation is still too 
much in the field of exploration, it 
is felt, to carry a load of rigid legis- 
lation drawn up by politicians whose 
knowledge of the science cannot be 
great. esi

The operation of the bridge from 
the traffic standpoint has been’ 
interesting experiment to drivers and 
traffic officials. From the first the 
‘bridge officials decided not to lay 
down rules for the motorist. ‘“‘Com- 
mon sense’’ was to replace regula- 
tions. There is no speed limit on the 
bridge and the motorist is expected 
to limit his speed In accordance with 
the volume of traffic and other cir-' 
cumstances. The only rule which 
the motorist is asked to observe is 
to change from one lane of traffic | 
to another at certain breaks in the 
lines designating lanes. 

Auto Drivers Cooperate. 

The system has been a success. be- 
cause motorists have cooperated with 
bridge police to make the span safe 
for driving, saccording-:to~- Bridge 
Maneger Joseph K..- Gostello, - 

‘‘'We have received the enaperation 
of 99 per cent. of automobile driv- 
ers,”” says Mr. Costello. ‘‘Arrests 
have been few and have been made 
only when absolutely necessary for 
the safety of those using the bridge. 
Nearly all motorists drive.across the 
bridge carefully, and, the wild and 
reckless driver is an exception. 

“The bridge has proved to be the 
safest two-mile stretch of highway 
in this vicinity. Accidents have been 
negligible. A bicyclist wabbled in’ 
the path of an autdmobdile, was 
thrown off and killed.“ A motorcy- 
clist speeding one Saturday after- 
noon blew out a tire of his side-car 
and shot across the bridge into «a 
bus. A motor bus several weeks ago 
got beyond control of the Griver and 
plowed into a mass of pasdenger 
cars, causing a number of injuries.

No motorist exercising 
care for his own safety has any rea- 
son to complain of officiousness on 
the part of our police. The police 
job on the bridge is, primarily, the 
handling of traffic. 

“Both the police and toll collect- 
ing forces have distinguished them- 
selves by courtesy and efficiency. 
From the beginning the rule laid 
down by the commission, that users 
of ‘the ‘bridge are to be ‘treated ‘as 
yalued customers, has been followed 
with marked success.

POPULAR FOR MOTOR TOURS 
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OTORING through the Catskill 
Mountain “region ‘has’ been 
heavier ‘in ‘volume ‘thié ‘season 
than in’ former years. “One of the 


scenic Rip Yan Winkle trail, follow-' 
ing’ a spléndid covered road’ froti 
Saugerties on the Hudson, just above 
Kingston, to Palenville and thence 
up the three-mile Palenville hill. 

Catskill is also regarded as a ter- 
minus of the trail, the routes join- 
ing at Palenville. There the first 
glimpse of Catskill scenery is caught 
and the rolite runs through Kaaters- 
kill Clove between cliffs that some- 
times. reach a height of 2,000 feet.

the latest in broadcasting apparatus, 
is now testing after midnight on the 
491.5-meter wave under the call 2XZ. 
Tt is expected that the regular pro- 
grams will soon be put on-the-air 
from the Long Island site, according 
to M. H. Ayleswotth; President of 
the National Broadcasting Company, 
owner of.the station.

The two lattice steel 
towers are 300 feet high, and the 
aerial they Kold aloft is 250 feet, with 
a vertical lead-in taken,off the cen- 
tre of the aerial. proper, thus form- 
ing a **T."

Both tow- 
ers will ‘be 4ituminated by flood- 
lights, principally to serve as a bea- 
con for aviators and as a protection 
against planes crashing into the 
aerial.

The power sent 
into the installation is 250 kilowatts, 
which, according to Dr. Alfred N.

Why Bewilder Public?

This idea’ of an academy of sport

- Cartius in Greece. Curtius described 
the: close Telationship of the arts, the 
intellect, science and athletics that 
existed among the ancient Hellenes: 
And this ‘is the dominant thought in | 
‘this ‘new German enterprise—to 
organize sport in an educational, 
even cultural and civic sense. — 

National Self-Preservation. 

There is also. a sense of national 
self-preservation in this German 
movement, the impetus for which 
proceeds from pedagogic as well as 
sociological, . hygienic and eugenic 
roots. It is an attempt to organize 
‘port. in.such.a way that it may 
serve to restore the health and vital- 
ity of the nation, as these have been 
impaired by the inroads of the war 
losses, the hunger epoch and the gen- 
eral exhaustion of national health by. 
disesse. It'is also’ to serve as a 
. sounterweight to .the strain ‘and 
drain of ‘intensive work in German 
shops, offices and homes. 

Another sport development is the 
introduction of the’ ‘‘weék-end’’ in 
Germany. Germans, to be sure, have

National Association Says 100- 
Story Structures Not Likely to 
Prove Economic Success. 





Declaring that the “leading ‘cause 
for agitation against skyscrapers in 
general is the promulgation of proj- 
ects for freak structures,” the 
Height Limitation Committtee of the 
National Association of Building 
Owners and Managers has advocated 
that all such plans be discouraged. 

The report on the subject says: 
‘Buildings eighty, a hundred, a hun- 
dred and twenty stories high are not 
likely to prove an economic success. 

“Buildings of the wedding cake 


style, the spy glass style, the piled- 
up-packing-cases style cannot be 
esthetically justified. 

“Projects for such structures, 
which are given a vast amount of 
publicity, tend to arouse public fre- 
sentment. 

“They provide the easiest sort of 
mark to be hit by the criticism of 
those opposed to all high buildings. 
The most meritorious of buildings 
are made to suffer for the errors of 
much exploited monstrosities. 

‘“Discouragement of such _ ill- 
advised projects seems to be some- 
thing in which property owners and 
managers might well concern them- 
selves in their own and, at the same 
time, in the public interest.”

The honor craftsmen. are thorough- 
ly in sympathy with the idea and 
anxious to cooperate in the fulfill- 
ment of the committée’s program.

‘Painter: ‘I think it is a very good 
idea.- A lot .of men do not take an 
interest in' craft as.they should.

WOOD PRESERVING INCREASE 


Industry ‘In This. Country Grows 
Steadily, Says Federal Report. 


The wood-preserving industry in 
the United States is growing stead- 
ily. Statistics for the year 1926, the 
latest that have been compiled; show 
that during the year 289,322,079 cubic 
feet’ of wood was treated with pre- 
servatives as compared with 274,474,- 
538 cubic feet in 1925, says the United 
States Forest Service. .Last year a 


total of 226,628,746 Hons of pre- 
servatives were used in the. treat- 
ment of timber to preyent decay and 
prolong its usefulness. 

The wood treated during 1926 in- 
cluded 187,963,614 cubic feet of cross- 

49,511,088 cubic ' feet of poles, 
31,147,287 cubic feet of construction 
timbers, 12,420,977 cubic feet of piles, 
3,689,424 feet of wood blocks, 1,344,- 
406 feet of cross-arms and 3, 245, 
cubic. feet of miscellaneous wood 
products. The preservatives 
during the year included 185,788, 180 
galions of creosote, 13,317,022 022 gallons 
of troleum, 2, 541, 563 gallons of 
pav oil, 24,777,020 eatltne of zinc 
chloride arid 259, 961 gallons of mis- 
cellaneous preservatives. 

At the close of last year there were 
in existence in the United States 187 
plants for the preservative treatment 
of wood in various forms. Of this 
number, 180 were in active operation 
and seven idle. During the year four- 
teen new plants. were constructed. 
There were thirtéen more plants in 
operation in 1926 than in 1925

the industry been- able to-avoid the | 
former disturbing periods. of uneni-' 


ployment, but it has carried out its 
building program with approximately 
100,000 fewer laborers than would 
have. been possible under the old 
ay Hee: 

~Diseussing»the lack of stability in 
building construction in the past, an 
official of the New York Title and 
Mortgage Company. points.out that 
the entire industrial situation of the 
country was affected by the fact that 
construction’ programs did not get 


under way until the Spring, reaching | 


the height of activity in June, July 
and August, and falling off sharply 
in the Fall. Since from $6,000,000,000 
to $7,000,000,000 a year is spent on 
building construction, representing 
about 8 per cent. of the total na- 
tional income, the enormous finan- 
cial interest of the American people 
in stabilizing the industry becomes 
apparent. 

Active building means not only that 
the laborers in the industry are well 
empléyed-and that they: receive a 
steady. instead -of a- fluctuating _in- 
conte, it. means also that the. indi- 
vidual retail purchases of the laborer 
and the wholesale purchases: by build- 
ers ‘and contractors continue at a 
normal level throughout the year.

Socialists Halted the Drift 
Toward Civil War. 


SAW DEFEAT fa ne END 


Reports of American Suivi: 
dents Confirmed by Statement of 
Leader of Austrian Workers. 


Confirmation of the cabled reports 
by American newspaper correspon- 
dents that any attempt by the labor 
forces of Austria to transform the 
Vienna riot of July 15 into a civil} 
war for control of the State would 
have resulted in defeat for the work- 
ers and intervention by foreign 
Powers igs found in a gtatement re- 
cently made to the labor press of 
Europe by Otto Bauer, an outstand- 
ing leader of the Austrian Socialist 
party. At the same time Dr. Bauer 
contends that his party and the trade 
uniong. more than held their own in 
the contest with. the Clerical Govern- 
ment headed by~.Chancellor Seipel 
and are just as strong as ever with 
the masses of the cities. 

After giving a history of the devel- 
opment of the labor movement in 
the Austrian Republic and the sharp 
class antagonisms there, Dr. Bauer 
says: 

“If the Austrian working class had 
replied to the bloodshed of July 15 
by revolution, by an open struggle 
for mastery of the State, this revolu- 
tion would have taken the following 
course: In Vienna, perhaps, the at- 
tempt would have succeeded, 

only after very hard fighting and at 
the cost of very heavy casualties and 
terrible destruction, in compelling 


the Government to capitulate and in|. 


setting up a dictatorship of the work- 
ers. But the rule of this workers’ 
dictatorship would have extended 
only to Vienna and the neighboring 
districts of Lower Austria. In the |’ 


Provinces, where hardly anybody but. 


the railroad men along the railway 


lines and the workers in a few in- 
dustrial centres Ap tens have backed 
up the movement, unquestionably the 
workers would have been suppressed. 

The Provinces would have separated 
themselves from Vienna and would 
= set up a rival Government. 

n warfare between Vienna and 
tbe ovinces would have been in- 
evitable. This certainly would have 
led to an economic blockade against 
Vienna and almost as certainly 
foreign intervention—invasion of the 
Burgenland by Hungary and of Tyrol 
and Carinthia by Italy. The Viennese 
workers would have fought  heroi- 
cally, but it is as sure as fate that 
they would have been beaten. All 
the potentialities for the future which 
are contained in the formidable 
power of the Austrian Socialist party 
and of the Austrian unions would 
have been scattered to the winds at 
one stroke. Such are the funda- 
mental facts, such is the determin! 
distribution of power, which mu 
be known im order to grasp. the 
course of events in Vienna.’’ 


Gives Reason for Transport Strike: 
Dr. Bauer then sketches the tragic 


happenings of ‘“‘Bloody Friday’’ and 


continues: 

‘“‘On Saturday there were still some 
instances of shooting !n the streets, 
but very soon quiet set in. The 
Mayor of Vienna established a Mu- 
nicipal Defense Guard from men of 
the Republican Defense League. And 
wherever a row was imminent be- 
tween the police and the crowd the 
Municipal Guard hastened to the spot 
and relieved the police. The same 
masses that displayed fierce resent- 
ment against the police greeted with 
cheers the new guard of Red Vienna. 
In this manner it was possible to put 
an end to the bloody encounters in 
the streets. 

‘‘Meanwhile the transport strike 
continued on through Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday. The purpose of

‘Institution at 
Washington announces that one of 
its archaeologists, Frank H. H. Rob- 
erts Jr. of. the Bureau of American 
Ethnology, has uncovered in Chaca 
Canyon, N, M., a slab-house village, 
It consists of a group of pit dwell 
ings sunk two or three feet in the 
ground and lined with stone slabs, 
surrounding a larger central excavae- 
tion, which was probably the cere- 
monial chamber ‘or council house of 
the village.
